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BUDGET PASSED BY ALDERMEN 

.Over Three Million Dollars Needed for City 
Expenses in 1923 

The chief Interest In the regular 
altlernmnlc meeting Inst Monday, wns 
In the animal budget reported by the 
Finance committee and carrying )a 
grnnd total of $^,010,415.58, a reduc- 
tion of about $88,000 from the recom- 
mendations of the Mayor, the chief 
reductions coming in the Public Build- 
ings and in the Street and Forestry 
departments. 

It is interesting to note that about 
the only motions made to amend the 
budget was in the matter of making 
small increases in the salaries of some 
of the minor offices. 

In presenting the budget, Alderman 
White stated that the city, is in a 
peculiar condition due largely to the 
niggardly policy of previous city 
, governments in the maintenance of 
city property. He called attention 
to the fact that since 1914, the federal 
government had increased tuxes five 
times, there wns an increase in the 
state tax during that period of some 
$3,250,000 and the state appropriation 
from $19,000,000 to $42,000,000. We 
are also faced this year with the pos- 
sibility of returning some $550,000 
received the past few years from bank 
faxes. Mr. White said that the com- 
mittee had considered clerical salaries 
on the basis of comparisons and not 
on personalities and the committee 
was unanimous. He also said that 
the city had reached a financial condi- 
tion whereby it was forced to be rather 
niggardly on appropriations to some 
city activities on account of the de- 
mands of the school department. 

Alderman Ball favored a $3000 
salary for the Inspector of plumbing 
and Alderman White said that the 
t committee had made an increase of 
$200 and believed that sufficient in the 
present unsettled state of that depart- 
ment. Mr. Ball suggested that the 


present inspector might not continue 
without a larger salary but the motion 
to increase was defeated by a vote of 
6 to 13. 

Alderman Ball also criticized the 
transfer of the care of City Hall from 
the Buildings to the Messenger de- 
partments and later an item of $2500 
for that purpose was placed under the 
Building Department and the rer- 
mainder of the appropriation referred 
for further consideration. Mr. Ball 
also criticized the omission of an item 
of $1000 from improvements at Police 
headquarters and the matter was set- 
tled by segregating $100 as a part of 
the general appropriations for repairs. 

Alderman Young made an unsuc- 
cessful fight to increase the salary of 
the clerk of the Health Department, 
and Alderman Smith had a similar 
experience in trying to increase the 
salary of the clerk in the Forestry De- 
partment. 

Alderman G. W. Pratt, opened a 
general discussion on the school ap- 
propriation by calling attention to the 
fact that the normal increase of city 
revenue each year was about $125,- 
000, and that the School depart- 
ment wns heading towards ab- 
sorbing the entire increase. The agree- 
ment for teachers salaries totaled 
$67,000 this year or over half the in- 
creased revenue. He predicted a sub- 
stantial increase in the tax rate the 
present year. He informed the board 
that in view of these facts he should 
make a tentative reservation of his 
rights. Alderman Heathcote said that 
37 cents out of every dollar now goes 
to schools, with appropriations in- 
creasing this year of $55,000 and with 
an increase the previous year of $60,- 
000. He ridiculed the recent survey 
of schools and did not believe that

Tho budget as adopted this week by 
the aldermen carries a grnnd total of 
$3,006,215.58, plus $175,272.50 for the 
expenses of tho water department. 

The amounts appropriated for each 
department are as follows:

In considering these figures it 
should be borne in mind that $4200 
will have to be added for care of 
City Hall, when it is decided just 
which department shall have charge 
of the appropriation and that, at the 
present rate, about $13,000 will have 
to be added for garbage collection af- 
ter October 1st. 

Some interesting items in the diff- 
erent departments are as follows: 

Maintenance of school buildings, 
$21,875, with $3400 more for painting. 
Plumbing in school buildings will cost 
$20,701. Care of disease in the 
Health Department is estimated at 
$20,000, Street Maintenance at $80,000, 
Collecting Ashes, $13,000; Street 
Sprinkling, $4S,000; Removal of snow, 
$37,000; resurfacing street. $15,000; 
sidewalks, $24,000; street lighting, 
$80,000; care of city stables, $50,000; 
moth work, $28,300; laborers’ pen- 
sions, $30,300; police pensions, $10,- 
575;; interest on bonds, $159,489.97; 
serial bonds. $170,897.30; mothers' aid, 
$29,000; fuel for schools, $43,650; 
school salaries, regular $656,763.34; 
vocational, $69,335.

experts would help solve the problem. 
He favored cutting out the fads and 
frills and said that his daughter had 
been taught to make delicious cookies 
hut had to be taught what verbs and 
adjectives were at home. He also said 
that the schools now specialized in the 
lower grades, one teacher following 
another for the same class. He wanted 
a committee of the board appointed 
to analyze the whole situation, to en- 
able the citizens to know what the 
fads and frills were costing. 

Alderman White said that the super- 
intendent delegates too much authority 
to his subordinates and that super- 
vision was overweighted. The masters 
of the schools do not teach and the 
six day sick leave should he abolished, I 
teachers paying for their substitutes j 
when away. He objected to the Junior 
High School plan and called attention 
to the fact that the type of residents 
now coming to Newton did not use 
the grade schools but did have chil- 
dren in the Classical High School. 
He criticised theproposed location of 
a Junior High School, at Woodland 
road and Commonwealth avenue, and 
said that the large arenas In that part 
of the n .\ty for golf, private schools 
and hospital delay the school develop- 
ment there for at least a generation. 
He believed there should be another 
classical high school, somewhere on 
the south side of the city. He also 
advocated stripping off some of the 
fads, some of the supervisory forces 
and a proper provision for the future. 

It was brought out In the discussion 
that provision was to be made for 
electric lighting in the Mason and the 
Classical High Schools this year prob- 
ably by a supplementary budget. 

The budget was then adopted. 
Alderman Norton was the only 
member absent and there were the 
usual routipe hearings including elec- 
tric light poles on Vernon street and 
Beaumont avenue, on the proposed 
change to business districts of the 
Martin Mfg. property at West Newton, 
at which no one appeared. There was 
a written protest filed against a pro- 
posed public garage by Louis A. An- 
drews at 1124 Chestnut street, Upper 
Falls. Mr. Allen Hubbard, Jr., favored 
the petition of the Colonial Filling 
Stations for a gasolene tank at Beacon 
street and Langley road, Newton Cen- 
tre, and this was subsequently 
granted. 

No one appeared on hearings for 
widening corner Centre place and the 
railroad avenue, on relocating Auburn 
street opposite Greenougli, taking land 
for sewers in Central close and Claren- 
don street. 

There was strong opposition mani- 
fested on the proposed widening of 
Commonwealth avenue from Irving 
street to Centre street. Mr. W. M. 
Noble spoke in favor and Messrs. Guy 
L. Lee, W. J. Kernan, H. H. Bennett, 
C. G. Libbey and the Vitalait Labora- 
tory opposed. Later the Public Works 
committee recommended no action 
necessary. 

Mayor Childs recommended the 
transfer of the care of City Hall to the 
City Messenger, and submitted a re- 
quest of Miss Fannie W. Fogg, for a 
reduction in the rate of interest on 
sewer assessments. He appointed 
James A. G. Cox and Ruilton Green- 
wood assistant assessors in place of 

B. I). Farrell, Jr., and Alexander W. 
Dewire, resigned and the appointments 
were confirmed. His recommendations 
that the city assume certain taxes and 
that $808 he appropriated for settle- 
ment of claim of the Foresman Elec- 
tric Company were approved. 

The Street commissioner submitted 
th»* annual list of streets to be 
sprinkled during 1923, witli an assess- 
ment of 4 cents a foot and the list was 
approved. 

These petitions were granted, A. H. 
Crosby for transfer of automomhile 
license to 881 Washington street, C. L. 
Dutton for automobile license at 981 
Watertown street, and these private 
garages. Sadie M. Ray, Brookdale 
road. C. Lewis Bluisdell Fountain 
street. J. H. Lupien, Thurston road, 
Harry C. Bentley, Beacon street, Mrs. 
Lillian Wetberbee, Manet road, and E. 

C. Keating, Nottingham street. 

There were other petitions for sewer 

in Warren stroet, and Botbfeld road, 
for drain in Duncklee street, for lay- 
ing out of Bothfeld and Ellison roads, 
for sidewalks on Meredith avenue, and 
of O. D. Brett for gusolene filling 
station at 11 Park street. 

The Public Works committee re- 
ported that no action wus necessary on 
protest of W. M. L. McAdams relative 
to sidewulk on Centre street, and the 
Finance Committee deemed it in- 
expedient to change the method of 
levying assessments for dust laying. 
The report of the Finance committee 
that it was inexpedient to appropriate 


$27,102 for purchase of land for Junior 
High School at Woodland road and 
Commonwealth avenue, was referred 
to the committee on Public Works. The 
Public Buildings committee reported 
inexpedient on a new gymnasium at 
the High School and favorable to the 
plans for remodelling the Bigelow 
School at an estimated cost of $50,000, 

The Claims committee gave leave to 
withdraw on claims of Henry Cormier 
for injuries to son, A. G. Titus for loss 
of an overcoat at the High School, and 
to William M. Cole to locate a gaso- 
lene filling station on Elliott street. 
The committee also refused to favor 
transfers from the residential district 
to the business district of land on 
Commonwealth avenue and Walnut 
street, at Commonwealth avenue and 
Ellison road, and in tlie rear of Austin 
and Walnut streets. 

The Texas Co., was granted permit 
for a new building near the Newton 
Hospital. 

A hearing was assigned for April 
16th, on sidewalks on Owatonna street. 
$8950, was appropriated for the 
elimination of dead ends in water 
mains, sewers were ordered built in 
Vineyard road, Applegarth street, and 
Holly road, $1624, was appropriated 
for the construction of Applegarth 
street, and $500 additional for land 
damages for P. A. McVicar for land 
taken at Auburn street and Common- 
wealth avenue. George J. Barker was 
granted permission to build over an 
easement on Washington street. 

The usual five minute recess lasted 
from 8.35 to 9.10 for committee meet- 
ings. 

—The proposed ordinance granting 
a Saturday half holiday was referred 
to the Finance committee. 

J. V. Monaghan Sons, were granted 
leave to withdraw on petition for a gas 
filling station at Auburn and Wash- 
ington streets. 

A report was received from the 
State Department of Health that It 
did not deem it necessary to take some 
10 acres of land on the hanks of the 
Charles River above Upper Falls for 
the protection of the Newton Water 
supply. The land is a part of the 
section know as Charlemont and is 
owned by Neil McIntosh and others. 
Last August, when the land was first 
being developed the city sought to 
take 10 acres for fear of pollution of 
the city's drinking supply, which is 
derived from artesian wells in that 
section. Since the land sought was 
across the river from the wells, and 
inasmuch as the conduit carrying the 
city water from the wells to the pump- 
iiur station and the mains lies in the 
middle of the river, the Health Uom- 
mipsloner thought that the owners 
had a right to retain their property. 
They did not consider pollution pos- 
sible under the circumstances. 

The hoard adjourned at 11.30 P. M.

The Assessors have no dis- 
cretion in this matter, as the law 
prescribes sworn Returns in every 
case. 

As jewelry is taxable, it is import- 
ant that women as well as men make 
returns. The Instruction sheet very 
clearly shows how to arrive at Furni- 
ture and Jewelry values.

Local and Suburban 



On Wednesday afternoon the Moth- 
ers’ Class of Eliot Church had the 
rare privilege of listening to Miss 
Mary MacKimmon, president of the 
Massachusetts Association of Teach- 
ers, and a teacher of experience in the 
Brookline schools. 

Miss MacKimmon began by saying 
that people often pitied her because 
she had so many children to deal 
with, but, that in many ways, it was 
easier to deal with a group of chil- 
dren than with the individual child. 
In the latter case, there was often a 
chance for argument, moreover, group 
consciousness often is an aid to the 
teacher. 

The speaker said that today the 
problem was not that of the little 
child. We are learning how to deal 
with him. The life of the American 
child today, thanks to the influence of 
Nature study and the Boy and Girl 
Scouts, is much more normal than 
that of a generation ago. No longer 
is the American child the object of 
ridicule that he usetj to be in liter- 
ature a decade ago. No longer is he 
a nuisance in summer hotels, etc. 

We have made considerable prog- 
ress also in understanding the prob- 
lems of infancy. Infant mortality 
has been marvelously reduced dur- 
ing the past twenty years. 

The problem today is that of the 
boy and girl over fourteen. Each 
group of mothers and teachers who is 
studying this problem is lighting a 
lamp of knowledge which will shed 
light upon the future. 

Our young people today, according 
to Miss MacKimmon, are “Blazing 
with a passion for freedom.” This 
freedom is largely the result of the 
war. During the war, unusual re- 
sponsibilities were put on young peo- 
ple. They were often called upon to 
aid in drives, solicit money for vari- 
ous organizations, etc. All this has 
made our young people feel their own 
importance. Today we have a diff- 
erent type of young person to deal 
with than formerly. 

In dealing with young people of the 
teen age, we should remember that 
certain things which often annoy 
parents are but “fads!” which will 
have their day and cease to be. 

Others things, however, are of vital 
importance and should be dealt with 
according to principles, not accord- 
ing to the mood of the parent. 

The principle of good breeding is of 
the utmost importance. Such acts as 
disrespectful speech to parents or 
elders should be brought before the 
bar of good breeding and punished ac- 
cordingly. 

Another principle which is of the 
greatest importance in America to- 
day, is the spirit of work and its cor 
relation to happiness. “There is noth- 
ing so sad today as the 'Getting 
through’ idea, whether it relates to 
studies or to manual labor.” “Snap” 
courses are demoralizing in their ef- 
fect on character. Our boys and girls 
must be taught the blessedness of 
work, that there is nothing noble or 
desirable in shirking. This attitude 
is a terrible thing, and it is a very 
real problem, not only in the schools, 
but in the nation today. 

In regard to amusements, the prin- 
ciple should be inculcated that work 
must come before play, and that the 
growing hoy or girl may enjoy amuse- 
ments only so far as they do not In- 
terfere with his work at school or 
with his health. 

In regard to the movies, Miss Mac 
Ivimmon expressed the idea that they 
were mental “dope,” intellectually 
stultifying. She cited as an illustra- 
tion an educational movie — so-called — 
to which she took a very bright class, 
At the close of the movie she ques- 
tioned the class as to what they had 
gotten out of the movie by way of in- 
struction, and found they had entirely 
missed the point of the movie and 
wore unable to give any coherent ac- 
count of what they had seen, their 
attention had been diverted by certain 
humorous incidents which occurred. 

Lastly, the speaker said the great- 
est principle of all, the principle of 
religion, the schools cannot teach, 
and that It is the business of tho par- 
ents to teach religion, tho foundation 
of character as they, only, have tho 
authority to do so. 

The religious life is Just as depen- 
dent upon training and habit, as is the 
intellectual life. A child that is not 
trained religiously will have no re- 
igious life when ho becomes a man or 
woman.

Arabs Will Quarrel Over the Privilege 

of Entertaining a Visitor — 8trlct 
Rule of Etiquette. 

Although most Arabs are Bedouins 
or nomads, many of this ancient ruce 
live In towns. To the traveler unused 
to the swaying nnd almost “tnnl de 
mer” Inducing motion of the cnmel — 
for this is the mode of locomotion In 
Arabia — It is a great relief to come 
to one of these dingy yet picturesque 
towns. 

With a sigh of relief the care- 
worn and dust-covered voyager crosses 
the dry moat and passes through the 
city walls. All Arnblan towns have 
walls and turrets. The traveler won- 
ders what the great standpipe Is, ris- 
ing high above the houses, and If by 
chunce there might be some Industry 
connected with It. But on Inquiring 
he finds that It Is the watch tower — a 
remnant of the Middle ages when only 
spears and lances were used In war- 
fare. Today the tower would fall 
quickly If It were hit by the shell from 
a f.v e-pound gun. 

To visit In one of the Arabian 
houses Is Indeed a great pleasure, for 
the Arabs are most hospitable, and 
treat their guests royally, asserts 
Temple Manning In the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. In fact, the whole town 
will squabble over the privilege of en- 
tertaining a visitor. 

No mention of the length of a vis- 
itor’s stay or where he Is going Is al- 
luded to — this would be the height of 
111 manners. For this handsome and 
bold race are gallant and courteous 
to the Inst degree, and some of their 
forms of conduct are difficult for the 
Westerner to adopt. 

Although It Is fusclnntlng to live as 
a guest of an Arabian family, It is 
renlly difficult, and one must be on 
his guard if he cares to be invited 
ngnln. 

The main room In every Arabian 
house is the coffee room. Here Is 
where the men meet at all hours and 
talk and drink the Arabian coffee, 
which Is so strong that It Is apt to 
keep the guest awake all night. 

There Is no furnishing in the room 
snve rugs. On these beautiful rugs 
one sits, and Is very careful not to let 
his foot stick out in front of him. For 
In an Arabian house feet are to be 
used, but never seen. 

If you should visit in this land of 
“A Thousand nnd One Nights,” be 
sure to tuck your feet under you, no 
matter how uncomfortable, because If 
you don’t you will be considered bad- 
mannered nnd will not be asked to 
call again 1 


Queer Cargoes. 

The oddest caigo recorded was prob- 
ably tlint carried lately by a British 
steamer bound for Morocco. 

It consisted of some two million 
gallons of water. To carry that 
amount of water a distance of 15,000 
miles sounds too absurd, but the mat- 
ter becomes clearer when we are told 
that the water was specially purified 
drinking water for the use of the 
Spanish troops fighting the rebels In 
Morocco. 

Another cargo sent to Spain consist- 
ed of an immense quantity of hank 
notes. There were several mllllous 
of these, most of them of small value. 
It is testimonial to British printing 
that Spain gave such an order, and 
is due to the fact that notes printed 
In Spain have been so largely counter- 
feited.

He read touching let- 
ters from his schoolboys who had suf- 
fered untold brutality from the Turks 
and yet were seeing in their spared 
lives a call to service among those 
who had persecuted them. 

How much we owe the Armenians, 
the oldest Christian church! How 
much to the Greeks, through whose 
language our New Testament came to 
us! The problem of the Near East is 
a challenge to statesmanship. “Let us 
act imperially,” said Mr. Harlow. “Do 
not focus entire attention on one 
group, one nation. Consider also those 
places where human need is greatest, 
forces fewest.”

EDITORIAL 


We are "glad to note that the aider- 
men are refusing to change property 
from the residence districts to the 
business districts merely on the re- 
quest of interested parties. It was the 
intention of the zoning statute that 
such changes should not be made un- 
til a majority of those interested In 
such a change should apply for It. 
Just because one land owner thinks 
he can make a more advantageous sale 
in a business district is not a sufficient 
reason for the change. Property on 
the line of Commonwealth avenue, es- 
pecially ought to be kept as long as 
possible in the residential district if 
we expect to keep it as an attractive 
part of the city. 

The aldermen have acted with com- 
mendable wisdom in refusing to 
change the present method of paying 
for dust laying by special assess- 
ments, rather than placing the cost in 
the general tax levy. As we pointed 
out before, the cost in the general tax 
levy would bear unduly on every man- 
ufacturer and store keeper in the 
city, inasmuch as personal property 
would have to hear its share of the 
cost.

The action of the Finance commit- 


tee in refusing to approve a large ap- 
propriation for the purchase of land 
on Commonwealth avenue and Wood- 
land road for a proposed Junior High 
School is most gratifying. As Alder- 
man White pointed out. this lnnd is 
wholly unsuitable for n school, being 
in dose proximity to the tremendous 
and rapidly increasing automobile 
traffic on Commonwealth avenue.

New York, la a Good Examplo— 
Once Place of Execution. 

It in sweet to dance to violins 

When love and life aro fair— 

To danco to flutes, to dance to lutes 

Ib delicate and rare; 

But it Is not sweet with nimble feet 

To dance upon— tho air. 

—Oscar Wilde. "Ballad of Reading Gaol.” 

A city grows. Landmarks which 
have defied time fall before wreckers 
and landmarks of the future take their 
places. The tales whispered about 
them ure lost in the crush of tlveting 
hammers, lu the rumble of subway 
trains, in the roar of truck engines 
and the shouts of truck drivers. 

Often time works to change com- 
pletely not only the physical aspect of 
a locality, but also its spirit. 

Washington square, says a New 
York Sun writer, is a name to conjure 
with, more, of course, in cities und 
towns far from New York than within 
the limits of the greater efty. Wher- 
ever aspiring and hopefully artistic 
youth congregate, in every city in 
every state, eyes are turned toward 
the radical artistic groups with which 
the square and its environs are inevi- 
tably associated. And feet have a way 
of following eyes. 

Countless thousands come every 
year from Iowa and Missouri, from 
Arkansas and Texas, to spend a few 
weeks in the metropolis; perhaps to 
stay, if the city is welcoming. 

They go, after the Wool worth tower, 
straight to Greenwich Village. They 
drink bohemian tea in eagerly artistic 
places; they dance to the strains of 
violins in the hands of unpublished 
poets. They dance and are thrilled. 

Most of them — perhaps even some 
New Yorkers — who ‘‘dance to violins” 
— not, it is to be feared, ‘‘to flutes, to 
lutes” — are missing a thrill justifiably 
theirs. 

On a gray morning a hundred years 
ago a trembling negro girl was led up 
the steps of u gibbet. Whether the 
girl, Rose Butler, had committed the 
murder for which she died cannot be 
said. Probably, not to do our ances- 
tors injustice, she deserved her fate. 
At any rate she paid the penalty. “It 
is not sweet with nimble feet to dance 
upon the air.” 

The gibbet upon which Rose Butler 
and others died was set up at the 
point where now the Fifth avenue 
busses sweep into Washington square 
to discharge their loads of sightseers, 
many of them to dance in the more 
commodious of the village tea shops. 

But there was no Washington 
square In those days. Instead, the 
space it now covers was part of the 
pauper field in which those too poor 
to be given the luxury of tombstones 
were buried. Hundreds of pauper fu- 
nerals passed through lanes that are 
now famous streets of New York’s 
“Quartier Latin," wending their way 
to the public burying ground. 

Even in those days the district was 
taking on a more fashionable aspect, 
however. Monument lane (or Green- 
wich lane) passed on one side of the 
cemetery and it was at tlie insistence 
of those who rode over tlie fashion- 
able drive in still more fashionable 
carriages that the field was abandoned 
us a cemetery in 1S23, after 2d yeurs 
of service to tlie city. 

Washington arch lias replaced the 
gibbet as the laughter of gayety has 
replaced the silence of the pauper 
field ; as polished wood lias replaced 
the air as a dance floor. And time 
changes thrills us it changes land- 
scapes.

“Squatter” In New York City Hae 
Permanent Home and All Hie 
Modest Needs Supplied. 

In New York, where tho hlgh-cost- 
of-llving specter haunts the millions 
and some millionaires, possession by 
u penniless man of health, happiness 
nn d a home on Riverside drive, with 
acres of front lawn, la perhaps on ac- 
complishment without precedent. Yet, 
for 22 years, “Uncle Jlra” Miller, Man- 
hattan’s oldest, If not only real 
“squatter,” has enjoyed these things 
us a result of: 

“Just believin’ In God.” 

Uncle Jim Is a negro who, on Feb- 
ruary 10, entered upon his seventy- 
third year, and Is today smilingly con- 
fident thnt he will live beyond the 
century mark without the loss of his 
health or physical activity. His theory 
Is that God will take care of anyone 
who trusts Him, although he does not 
quite carry tills belief to the point of 
a lily-of-the-fleld existence, and admits 
that his health has been and will be 
maintained by his physical efforts In 
gathering, cutting aud sawing wood 
for his winter fires, doing his own 
washing and cooking and otherwise 
keeping his house in order. 

In 1000, when what Is now his front 
lawn was marsh land almost on a 
level with the Hudson river, “Uncle 
Jim” was employed by a contractor 
named Conway as one of a number of 
laborers who were to fill in the 
marshes lying along the Hudson’s 
east bank. He was provided with 
boards for a little “shack” which he 
built with its back against a huge 
boulder. Then ho aided in filling in 
what Is now his front yard. When 
the work was completed and the con- 
tractor and his men moved, "Uncle 
Jim,” having staked his claim, as he 
says, decided to “squat” there in- 
definitely. 

Conway said it was all right with 
him, and since then various owners of 
the property have given tacit consent 
to his remaining. As his lawn is 
filled-ln-land, hardly suitable for the 
foundations of houses, the old “squat- 
ter” feels secure In his possession. 

The one-room shack Is now 
strengthened on' the river side by 
sheets of tin which resist the winter 
blasts. Within is a stove, some cook- 
ing and eating utensils and a cot, but 
"Uncle Jim” spends most of his time 
outdoors. From the Hudson he obtains 
crubs and fish for his meals, and an 
odd job now and then brings sufficient 
change with which to buy bread, cof- 
fee and tobacco. 

“When I came here," said "Uncle 
Jim,” "this was all a wilderness, 
always liked to rough It, and I never 
In my life worried about anything. 
I’m happy and never was sick a day. 
I get all I need, and this Is the kind 
of life I like — so why shouldn’t I be 
thankful? 

"I don’t want any better home than 
this, nnd I don’t need any more mon- 
ey to live as I do here. I want to be 
outdoors all the time. At night 
read a little by lamplight. I never 
wore glasses, and lately I think I am 
getting my second sight — I can see 
better than I did a short while buck.’ 

As he tulked "Uncle Jim” sat in 
front of his shack smoking a pipe 
that appeared to be almost as old as 
Its owner, and quite as strong, und 
smiling broadly, a perfect outplctur- 
lng of his peculiarly serene mental 
juuke-up.

Wednesday morning after the reg- 
ular monthly business the members 
of the Newton Social Science Club 
were much interested in the talk by 
Mr. Francis L. Bacon, principal of the 
classical high school. Mr. Bacon dis- 
cussed the problem of the public high 
school in regard to college entrance 
examinations. There has been an in- 
crease In the last six years of at 
least 25 per cent in the number of 
students wishing to go to college. This 
fact has forced the colleges unable to 
accommodate the overwhelming in- 
crease of applicants, to make the en 7 
trance requirements much more se- 
vere, thus cutting down to the num- 
ber of students to be received. This 
has put a much heavier burden on the 
public high school to prepare the col- 
lege students for the increasingly 
difficult examinations and at the same 
time give a general cultural educa- 
tion to the vastly greater number of 
pupils whose education stops with the 
high school. Mr. Bacon spoke of the 
partial success of the mental tests 
used to determine the mental ability 
of students, in which Brown and 
Columbia have been pioneers. Mr. 
Bacon considers them most valuable 
in determining the pupils of weak 
mentality. He praised the Newton 
high school’s standing, saying that it 
is well at the top as far as college 
preparation is concerned, but voiced 
the need of an increase in the teach- 
ing force.

Berkeley; Story Tolling, Mrs. Fitts; 
Junior Methods. Miss Barker, Reli- 
gious Education in the Home and Com- 
munity. Dr. Gates; Principles of 
Teaching. Prof. Berkeley; Primary 
Methods. Mrs. Fitts During both 
semester, there will be another Bihll- 
cnl course, of a popular and inspira- 
tional nature. If such can be arrnnged 
for. 

After Mr. Heard’s report, members 
of’ the school sang some original 
songs, to popular tunes, eulogizing 
the School and its faculty, and dis- 
playing an enthusiastic school spirit. 1 
These songs and cheers were led by 
Mrs. E. L. Colton and Mr. W. H. Loud. 

The plan and value of the Musical 
Festival were next presented, by 
Alonzo A. Cole, chairman of the music 
committee. The Festival, which will 
take place on Sunday afternoon. May 
6. at the Eliot Church. Newton, will 
contain several new features this 
year, including an out-of-door proces- 
sional. led by choirs and trumpets. 
Once inside of Eliot Church, the 
hymns to be sung in unison by the 
thousand or more participants, are 
“The King of Love my Shepherd is,” 
“God of our Fathers." For the Beauty 
of the Earth," and “I^ad on. O King 
Eternal." There will also be given 
two simple pageant interpretations of 
hymns. Rev. Earl E. Harper will be 
the director of the hymn singing in 
this program, which Is for the older 
Sunday School pupils, in the church 
auditorium. In the chapel, at the 
same time, the Primary children will 
have a program especially prepared 
for them by Miss Edith Lovell 
Thomas, of Boston University Depart- 
ment of Religious Education. 

The Young People’s Council of the 
District was represented on the pro- 
gram by its president, Richard H. 
Bird. .Tr.. of Waltham. Mr. Bird ex- 
plained the purpose of the Council, 
its growth during the past two years, 
its success in promoting the Young 
People’s Conference last December, 
and its purpose in printing, for the 
first time, a Council Yearbook. Copies 
of this Yearbook were at each plate, 
and were found to contain 16 pages 
of material written by the Young Peo- 
ple of the various church schools in 
the District, telling of their many Sun- 
day School activities and projects. 
The editorial staff for the Yearbook 
consisted of the Council officers. R. 
H. Bird, Jr.. Eleanor Richmond. Mary 
E. Edmands. Albert Hoffman, assisted 
by the following reporters. Oswald 
Sharpies. Dorothy Ayles, Donald Rey- 
nolds, Elizabeth Noyes, Harry Lyons 
and John Clark. 

Following this report came that of 
the executive secretary. Miss Luliona 
Barker, who gave a resume of Dist- 
trict activities and Community School 
work from her point of view. She 
spoke briefly of the details involved 
in promotion, publicity, correspon- 
dence and committee work, preceding 
every event that takes place in the 
District. She then called attention 
to the significance and value of the 
Young People’s Yearbook, saying that 
this Yearbook is unique and original, 
so far as the Council and District offl- 
.cers can discover. It is the only one 
of its kind that has ever been pub- 
lished by a Young People’s Council 
in the country, and it represents a 
real and serious effort on the part of 
the young people to do a piece of con- 
structive work 

Miss Barker then named various 
other types of District work, not yet 
touched upon in the other reports, ex- 
plaining their value and purpose, such 
as the Junior department coaching 
■classes. Children’s Week, and other 
•activities. One of the very important 
(events has been a series of three Sun- 
day afternoon meetings held in Jan- 
uary, February and March at the New 
ton Club, for Sunday School Super- 
intendents. At these meetings the topic 
for discussion was Young People’s 
work in the Sunday School. Professor 
Herbert C. Mayer. Mrs. Margaret W. 
Eggleston and Dr. H. W. Gates were 
the leaders at these three meetings, 
which were well attended and which 
reached persons not at the Community 
School. 

The Community School itself was 
discussed from the point of view of 
results obtained, such as improved 
quality of teaching, changes in depart- 
mental and general organization, and 
realization of the need for spending 
more money to get better eequipment, 
to care for the running expenses of 
the Sunday School and to engage pro- 
fessional services for this work. All 
these results are being brought about 
in an increasing measure, throughout 
the District. 

The Treasurer. Mr. Charles A. Has- 
kell, was the next officer to make a 


report, showing thnt a total of over 
$5,000 has passed through his bunds 
during the past year. The finance 
committee chairman. Mr. William T. 
Rich. vvn8 then called upon to present 
the budget for the coming yenr. Mr. 
Rich stated that 44 Sunday Schools 
have this year contributed to the Dis- 
tricts, as against 40 which contributed 
last yenr; nearly 400 individuals have 
given personally, as against 144 during 
last year. This is a distinct ndvance, 
and this rate of increase in number 
of givers is to be expected to continue 
for the coming year. If this is done, 
and if the Community School attend- 
ance likewise can be increased, the 
finance committee will be greatly 
pleased and encouraged. The budget 
for the coming year was then pre- 
sented. totalling $(500 net, nnd was 
accepted. 

The nominating committee, chair- 
man. Mr. G. L. Foster, reported the 
following officers named for the com- 
ing year: President. William H. Tim- 
bie; 1st vice-president. Appleton P. 
Williams. 2nd vice-president. Nathan 
Heard; 3rd vice-president. George A. 
Mansfield; recording secretary. Miss 
Alice G. Reynolds; Treasurer. Charles 
A. Haskell: chairman «of the finance 
committee, with power to add to his 
committee. Mr. William T. Rich. These 
officers were then elected, and the new 
president called upon for a speech. 
Mr. Timbie made an enthusiastic 
speech, which brought forth applause 
from all. He emphasized the import- 
ance of religion in business and in 
life, and the importance of training 
for this work, saying that there should 
be two thousand persons enrolled in 
the Community School because there 
are that number of tenchers and par- 
ents in the District who should be in- 
terested and receiving the benefits of 
the unusually fine instruction in that 
School. 

Mrs. Margaret W. Eggleston, of Hyde 
Park, formerly instructor in Boston 
University, and now author of many 
articles and books in the field of re- 
ligious education, was then intro- 
duced as the speaker on the subject, 
"The Challenge of Young People’s 
work in the Sunday School.” She gave 
a most inspiring and also practical 
talk, which stirred all the hearers to 
a sense of the pleasure and privilege 
found in this work, and to a realiza- 
tion of the need for training more ef- 
fectively all the young people to be- 
;ome consecrated Christian workers 
and leaders. 

A stereopticon address followed, by 
Rev. Ivan S. Nowlan. general secre- 
tary of the Massachusetts Sunday 
School Association, on the topic, 
Church Buildings Equipped for Re- 
ligious Education." Mr. Nolan showed 
the development in church school 
building, from the average type, 
through the “Akron plan” and other 
types, to the modern, up-to-date build- 
ing. with its separate rooms for de- 
partments. for classes and for week- 
day activities. Everyone present was 
impressed with the great importance 
of separate rooms for graded worship 
and instruction, and with the need for 
giving Sunday School workers the 
proper environment and tools with 
which to do more effectively their 
work. 

As the final feature of the evening, 
the Community School class in pag- 
eantry presented a dramatized hymn, 
under the direction of Miss Priscilla 
H. Fowle. The hymn used was “Fling 
out the Banner.” which contains an 
impressive missionary message. The 
Christian flag and the crucifix were 
used effectively, and around them were 
grouped the participants, representing 
angels and people of the heathen na- 
tions “crowding to be born.” Mrs. 
Frank H. Sherry of Belmont sang the 
solo parts of the hymn while the ac- 
tion took place to interpret the words. 

The Convention closed at 10 P. M., 
with a benediction pronounced by Rev. 
E. C. Camp of Watertown.

Violin Strings. 

Each string in a violin is of a differ- 
ent thickness, according to the tone 
and tension required. The fourth 
string is covered with fine wire, either 
a white metal or reul silver, hence it 
is often culled the “silver string.” 
Violas, violoncellos and double-basses 
have each two covered strings, the ob- 
ject being to insure a sufficient grav- 
ity of tone without having too clumsy 
n material. The covered strings on 
the guitar are upon a basis of silk in- 
stead of catgut. The best gut comes 
from Italy, which has been famous for 
centuries for this product. Strings 
are car- tudy selected and graded as 
to size so that they shall be uniform. 
The larger strings for the bigger in- 
struments are stretched on frames for 
three or four days. The covered strings 
are finished on a speclul lathe which 
covers them with floss silk or fine sil- 
ver-plaited copper wire, or even silver. 
— Scientific American.

TELEPHONE SERVICE 


As the time approaches for placing 
in service the first machine switching 
central office in Greater Boston, there 
is an increased necessity for all sub- 
scribers to give numbers to the oper- 
ator oxactly as listed in the Boston 
telephone directory. 

For this reason, the zeros which are 
prefixed to all numbers before 1000 
should be given as a part of the tele- 
phone number called. 

For example, if the number of a 
Malden subscriber Is listed in the di- 
rectory as 0068-W, the four figures 
should bo used, the two zeros being 
pronounced, "oh. oh.” 

When a subscriber makes a call for 
this number after Monday, and fails to 
use these prefixed zeros, the operator 
taking the call will say to the sub- 
scriber, “Malden 68-W has been 
changed to Muldcn 0068-W.” 

The prefixed zeros have been printed 
in the telephone directory for about 
two years us one of the necessary 
steps in connection with the Introduc- 
tion of machine switching, the appara- 
tus being so designed that it will 
operate properly only with a four 
digit number.

Possibly the Newton clubs do not 
need the suggest ions made by the 
chairman of the State Press commit- 
tee ns much ns clubs In other pnrts of 
the state, since the Club Editor has 
for so many years been after them to 
keep her informed. The Club Editor 
does reecho most heartily the request 
and injunction of the State Chairman 
on the importance of retaining the 
club press correspondents. “If you 
have a good one,” she says, “keep her. 
It is a job which requires special train- 
ing along a special line, and once 
trained the press chairman is inval- 
uable to the club. If you doubt tills, 
drop the office altogether, just for ex- 
periment. and then see where you are! 
The world cannot live today without 
the newspapers, neither can the club 
live without publicity. 

In this same line come a few words 
from the General Federation chairman 
given last summer at Chautauqua, 
when she says, "If possible select a 
newspaper woman for your Press 
chairman. If you cannot get one 
ready made, select the best available 
material and make a journalist out of 
her. Three essentials are: A nose for 
news, a willingness to work, and quick 
wit. Remember that you need the 
newspapers; the newspapers do not 
need you.” 

The Graphic has always welcomed 
club news and has done everything in 
its power to assist the clubs, having 
probably given on an average of a 
hundred columns a season for the past 
eighteen years to the Women’s Clubs' 
department. In return the clubs have 
been ever responsive and generous be- 
yond bounds in their courtesies to the 
Club Editor, all of which has been 
greatly appreciated. 

To the injunctions given above the 
Club Editor would add that faithful- 
ness, punctuality, and a desire to learn 
how, are very essential characteristics. 
One request for large clubs may not 
be out of place, do not give the work 
to an already over-worked secretary, 
but assign it to some person who has 
no other duties, and above all, admit 
her to the board meetings and keep 
her informed long in advance of what 
is being planned. Any training in de- 
tails of the work, the Club Editor is al- 
ways glad to give.

Professor Andrfi Morize, of Harvard, 
spoke before the Newton Social 
Scienco Club on Wednesday morning 
on "The Development of France,” in 
which ho summed up the course the 
club has been pursuing during the 
winter. He outlined the events from 
1870 to 1914, telling of the second and 
third republics and the formation of 
the new constitution in 1875, which is 
still in force today, in order that the 
present eltuntion might be more 
clearly understood. Omitting the war 
years Professor Morize spoke of the 
present situation in France and of the 
controlling factors in French foreign 
policies. The large proportion, of the 
population today, he said, is of the 
middle class, nearly all being small 
landowners. He told of the many 
political parties, some twenty-seven 
in number. Today the controlling fact- 
ors of the French nation are, the de- 
sire for security against war, a close 
understanding with Belgium, a need 
of friendship and of good relations 
with Great Britain, and friendly terms 
with Italy. In closing Professor Morize 
spoke of France as a great colonial 
nation, one of her greatest assets of 
the future being her many colonial 
possessions.

FROM TIENTSIN TO PEKING 

Letter from Captain ’.Warren J. Clear, U. S. A., 
a lormer resident of Newton 


Tho following letter from Captain 
Warren J. Clear of tho United States 
Army now located in Tokyo, Japan, 
will be of interest to his many friends 
in this city. 

I was awed hy the very thought of 
seeing Peking-— Peking tho mysterious, 
the magnificent, the terrible, with its 
treasures of silk and silver, bronze 
and porcelain had always been to me 
the sacred city of another world. Pe- 
king, the Dream City — city of gods 
and emperors, of siege and masacre — 
was only ninety miles away hut it 
seemed Just as inaccessible, just as 
mysterious and enchanted as when 
twelve thousand miles of intervening 
distance lay between me and its 
mighty walls. 

On eacli side of the train as it sped 
north stretched illimitable fields of 
corn and kaoliang. The seed of the 
latter is like that of the millet that 
we know in the United States und its 
aspect is that of Indian corn, only 
that its stalks are thinner and its 
leaves more plentiful. It grows to a 
height of from eight to twelve feet 
and Kuroki showed the military world 
what excellent cover it affords when 
he marched his legions under its long, 
thick leaves at Tiensuiten and Liao- 
yang and smashed the unsuspecting 
Russians. The kaoliang will play an 
important part in the military history 
of any nation that makes a battle- 
ground of China. 

Through the waving fields, in every 
direction, wound narrow roads, ankle- 
deep in dust, unpaved, deeply-rutted 
and pocky with holes. Time, and the 
Chinese carts, have sunk these roads 
five to twenty-five feet below the level 
of the fields and each rain-storm trans- 
forms them into rivers of mucilagi- 
nous mud. Yet these miserable trails 
are China’s only highways — these and 
her treacherous rivers. A look at such 
roads will explain why China is the 
land of famines. The question is not 
one of food but of transportation. Let 
famine lift its ugly head in a certain 
section and it is a foregone conclusion 
that the people there will starve — un- 
less they migrate. There may be sur- 
plus food-stocks fifty miles away hut 
it takes dollars and carts and roads to 
move supplies for a million people 
and the Chinese have found it cheaper 
and easier to busy the people. Three 
railroads parallel tho coast of China 
hut in tiio vast interior provinces the 
steel rail and the locomotive are un- 
known. 

Everywhere, miserable, unkempt vil- 
lages their mud houses surrounded 
by mud walls— infest the fresh, green 
fields, and the ubiquitous cemetery, 
studded with conical graves, lies be- 
side each village. The Chinese bury 
their dead in shallow graves— seldom 
more than three feet deep — but over 
eacli ponderous wooden coffin they 
erect a cone of earth, the size of t be 
cone, or mound, depending upon the 
importance of the bones it shelters. 
The grave of a village headman al- 
ways towers high above the other 
mounds in the village cemetery, some- 
times reaching a height of fifty feet 
or more, and tho massive tombs of the 
rich prove that here class distinctions 
must be preserved — even in death. 

Slant-eyed, brown-skinned babies, 
minus the proverbial string of beads, 
their' hoses never yet touched by a 
handkerchief, were rolling about on 
the threshing-floors — smooth, sun- 
baked pieces of ground where tho 
wheat-crop is scattered and treaded 
out of the husk hy donkeys attached 
to stone rollers. 

Now and then the train passed long 
lines of wheel-harrow men pushing 
their unwieldy vehicles over the dusty 
roads. The Chinese wheel-harrow, 
unique among the wheeled vehicles of 
the world, is constructed somewhat as 
follows: two wooden platforms, each 
a yard long and a foot wide are sus- 
pended side by side on a frame .about 
six inches above the axle; between 
the platform rises the wheel, over 
three feet in diameter, rimmed with 
a heavy iron tire. The latter is 
grooved like a pulley to prevent skid- 
ding on the treacherous slopes the bar- 
row-coolie must negotiate. 

The heavy web straps around each 
coolie’s neck end in loops which lit 
over the handles of t bo harrow and 
when the coolie stands erect the legs 
of the barrow clear the ground. This 
throws the weight of the balanced por- 
tion of the load on the wheel. Any 
weight not borne hy the wheel is car- 
ried by the shoulders of the coolie. 
The arms and hands merely balance 
the barrow and its unwieldy load of 
cotton or brick often weighing over 
half a ton. 

Mile after mile, over rough hill- 
trails and through crowded city streets 
the wheel-barrow coolie creeps along, 
pushing before him the bulky load 
that shuts off his view of the road be- 
fore and makes collisions of common 
occurence. His lot is a hard one and 
the constant physical strain usually 
breaks him down before he reaches 
thirty years, hut he has made Tient- 
sin, Hankow and Shanghai the most 
prosperous cities of China and held 
Asia’s freight-rates down until today 
they are the lowest in the world. 

“Why do all these Chinese wheel- 
barrows screech and scream so?” 
asked an English lady tourist as our 
train rolled past the toiling proces- 
sion. When 1 told her that the Chinese 
found it cheaper to wear out coolies 
than to waste grease on axles she 
smiled incredulously and condemned 
me as a “facetious American." “Elbow 
grease” is plentifully used in all Chi- 
nese occupations and the coolie never 
thinks of applying anything else. 

Back of the villages and the knoll 
ang rose the deforested hills, with 
graceful, delicate pagodas nestling on 
their slopes, and beyond the hills, in 
the dim distance, loomed the bluo 
mountain, miles and miles away. 

Over tho fields of melon, corn and 
kaoliang the heat shimmered and 
sizzled and the mountains that I saw 
from the train window may have been 
part of a great mirage. Mirages are 
more common than mountains on the 
way from Tientsin to Peking and some- 
times they perform wonders. Some- 
one once said a mirage is a moving 
picture, u reflection of the real — by 
wireless. Tills must ho so for 1 have 
Iain on the rifle-range ut Leichuang 
und watched tho ships come and go 


in Chinwangtao harbor, eighty miles 
awny. Many a dough-hoy, seeing simi- 
lar sights on tfie old German Target 
Range south of Tientsin, has sworn 
off forever. 

For nbout three hours the train had 
been running through the intermin- 
able fleldH of green and past squalid 
villages when suddenly one of the pas- 
sengers, with a sigh of relief, pointed 
out. the window’. In the north loomed 
a gray mass that stretched as far as 
the eye could reach. As we drew 
nearer it resolved itself into a great, 
battlemented wall an endless, mas- 
sive, hastioned rampart, with magni- 
ficent towers rising into the cloudless 
blue of the Peking sky. Grim, relent- 
less, repellent, impenetrable, that 
mighty wall suggests the magnificence 
and grandeur to he found within its 
gates. 

A friend touches my arm and ends 
my dreams of Nebuchadnezzar and 
Cyrus. “That’s where Galvin Titus 
climbed the Wall in 1900,” he says, 
“And there’s the Hsiao-shui Men 
(Water Gates) that the Allies broke 
through when they relieved the Lega- 
tions.’’ 

When the train stopped I went out 
through that gate and a hundred 
yards from it entered the Grand Hotel 
des Wagon Lits — a typical European 
hotel its tea-tables surrounded hy 
tourists from all corners of the earth. 
The dapper clerk at the desk told me 
that the last room was taken and sug- 
gested the Grand Hotel tie Pekin. The 
uniformed porter bundled me into one 
rickshaw and my suitcases into an- 
other and off we went — down a broad 
avenue, between the walls of the 
British and Jap Legations. A portion 
of the British wall of Boxer days has 
been left standing- a gray, grim,

shell-torn monument elequent of days 
of darkness and terror and deeds of 
heroism. Yet someone has painted the 
words, "Lest We Forget,” on the face 
of this piece of shattered wall, as 
though it could not speak for itself. 

We whirled through a fortified gate 
at the north-west corner of the Italian 
Legation, swung east along another 
avenue that parallels the north wall 
of the Legation quartar and a 
few moments later l was watching 
the world go by in the spacious lobby 
of China’s newest and biggest hotel. 
That lobby is the heart of Asia — one 
might say the heart of the world. In 
it congregate the men who sway the 
destinies— and control the wealth — of 
kingdoms and republics. General 
Janin, commander of* the French forces 
in Siberia, and his resplendent staff in 
variegated uniforms, clanked in to din- 
ner as I sat there; Ataman Semenoff, 
known in Siberia as "Semenoff the 
Butcher’’ was treating some Russian 
friends to American cock-tails; pic- 
turesque. gigantic old General Hor- 
vath, deposed dictator of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway, was stroking his 
long white heard while waiting for his 
friends; Thomas W. Lamont, partner 
of J. P. Morgan and sponsor of the 
Consortium, was there with a party of 
American and Chinese financiers; the 
president of the American Tank Car 
Company, the head of the Toyo Risen 
Kaislia steamship lines, and captains 
of many of the world’s greatest indus- 
tries were seated in the wicker- chairs 
In that foyer, awaiting the arrival of 
other celebrities. Yet the gathering 
was not an unusual one — for Peking- 
because here the political, military, 
financial and industrial giants of the 
world are ever congregating — and 
plotting. 

When I went into dinner in the 
magnificent dining-room a smiling Chi- 
nese waiter, immaculate in light blue 
coat and white apron, handed me a 
menu that included every dish one 
might order at the St. Francis— and 
the wine-list would create a riot in 
New York. 

The next morning I walked through 
Legation Quarter — a foreign fort in 
the heart of China, with glacis, walls 
and artillery, manned by the troops 
of many nations. To the south it is 
guarded by the mighty rampart known 
as the Tartar Wall, which divides the 
Tartar from the Chinese City. To the 
north, east and west a wide glacis af- 
fords an excellent field of fire for the 
artillery placed behind the embra- 
sured walls. Each Legation, in turn, 
is surrounded by its own wall and 
garrisoned hy its own national troops 
but this arrangement can hardly be 
said to contribute to the military 
strength of the Quarter. 

One passes many types of the profes- 
sional soldier on Legation Street 
small, sturdy Japanese, tall, picture- 
sque British Sihks, swarthy, smiliing 
Italian Marines, round-faced, boyish- 
looking Dutch sailors, smart-looking 
Belgian Infantrymen, all veterans of 
the World War, but the American Ma- 
rine in his dress uniform is the 
neatest, most capable-looking soldier 
of them all. I visited the Marine Corps 
barracks- tine, spacious stone build- 
ings in an immense compound filled 
with beautiful shade trees— and was 
shown the library, large gymnasium, 
swimming-pool, roof-garden, bowling- 
alleys, and recreation-room furnished 
with pool and billiard tables and com- 
fortable easy-chalrs. A fast baseball 
game was in progress on the Held west 
of the barracks and the six * tennis- 
courts were drawing enthusiastic 
galleries despite the red-hot rays of 
tlu' mid-summer sun. 

“We have all the comforts of home" 
said the Post Exchange Steward with 
malicious glee, recognizing me as a 
poor dough-boy from Tientsin. “And 
then some’’ 1 agreed, wondering how 
the Marines always manage to get the 
best, that’s going even in China. 

I spent the remainder of the day 
wandering through old Peking’s 
streets the widest and most wonder- 
ful streets in the world —where one 
never tires of the kaleidoscopic troflle- 
scenes and the multitudinous, pictures 
que crowds. To the tourist from 
Canton and other cities south of China 
the streets of the Tartar City are a 
marvelous surprise. Instead of narrow, 


devious alleys overhung with multi- 
colored shop-banners and filled With 
screeching, Jostling pedestrians, he 
sees great macadamized thoroughfares 
wider than Michigan Avenue teem- 
ing with every imaginable kind of 
vehicle and beast of burden. 

American-built limousines, taxi-cabs 
and motor-cycles careen madly past 
Coking-carts, sedan-chairs, rickshaws, 
victorias, bicycles, gorgeous wedding- 
processions and stately, solemn funeral 
processions, while along the turf roads 
that border the macadamized avenues 
amble pompous dignitaries astride 
diminutive donkeys, long trains of 
camels from Mongolia, Chinese sol- 
diers In quilted uniforms, mounted on 
sturdy Manchurian ponies and pack- 
trains composed of donkeys, horses 
and mules. 

You quickly note that man himself 
is the greatest burden-hearer in China. 
With drag ropes tied about his waist 
he draws the boats up the rivers and 
canals; with slings over his shoulders 
he pushes the heavily-laden wheel-bar- 
rows, and what he cannot puli or push 
he carries on his head or back. The 
coolie carries merchandise very 
cheaply at the rate of thirteen cents 
u ton a mile— but China pays dearly 
for employing over twenty percent of 
her best laborers as beasts of burden 
instead of producers. 

The camel is the most picturesque 
and romantic figure in the streets of 
Peking and the traveller delights in 
watching him stride majestically down 
tilt broad avenues, but the kingly car- 
riage and long, shaggy coat hide a 
multitude of vices known only to the 
Mongolian driver who describes the 
stately “ship of the desert” as a bad- 
tempered. remarkably stupid brute 
:apable of the worst treachery and ever 
ready to bite the hand that feeds 
lim. Nevertheless the camel can 
ravel where nothing else can travel 
and has been known to cross the Gobi 
without food or water, living only on 
the cache of fat that he had act umu- 
lated under his two humps in more 
prosperous days. 

The rickshaw boy whirled me 
through the several sections of Peking 
— each area known as a citv. Outside 
the massive walls of the Tartar City 
lies the teeming Chinese city, inhabi- 
ted by Peking’s two million natives 
The Tartar City is subdivided into the 
Legation Quarters where the for- 
ligners reside, the Imperial City, sur- 
rounded by flaming red walls, and the 
Forbidden City (within the Imperial 
City), containing the palaces of the 
Emperors and the mandarins. 

The Forbidden City was once holv 
ground where only the feet of the 
annointed, the Emperors, the Sons of 
Heaven hiiglit tread. Now its marble 
bridges are crossed by foreigners, 
coolies, pedlars and beggars who take 
a seeming delight In violating the once 
sacred precincts. 

The streets of the Chinese City — 
tile so-called hutungs— are merelv nar- 
row, unpaved alleys filled to 'over- 
flowing with Chinamen, horses, mules, 
donkeys, camels and vehicles of every 
size and shape. Long-axled, denini- 
hooded Peking carts, dilapidated 
European carriages, heavily laden 
wheel-harrows, ponderous sedan 
chairs and innumerable rickshaws 
threaten the life of the inquisitive 
pedestrian who, one moment, is 
groping through choking clouds of 
germ-laden dust and the next, is wal- 
lowing ankle-deep in filthy mud. 
Everywhere messes are stewing over 
braziers and roasted ducks and 
chickens, treated to a finishing coat 
ot varnish, are strung along the out- 
side of the shops. Now and then a 
woman of the Manclius is seen picking 
her way through the crowd, her 
cheeks painted a bright red after the 
fashion of some of her Western sisters. 
Not so long ago it would have meant 
condemnation as a harlot and an igno- 
minious death for her to be seen 
alone in the streets of the city but 
W estern ideas are slowly permeating 
the mind of the Orient' and making 
woman’s lot an easier one. 

In both the Tartar and Chinese cities 
the streets are lined with one-story, 
tumble-down shops, or dingy grav 
walls, and it is behind these walls, 
hidden from the profane gaze of the 
foreigner, that one finds the architec- 
tural splendors of Peking— palaces, 
green, gold and crimson, with lace- 
like roofs of imperial yellow; temples 
crowning triple-terraced marble altars 
gleaming snow-white in the sun: Por- 
celain pagodas and ancient shrines 
standing at the edge of a fairy lake 
confined by marble walls; magnificent 
marble p’ai-lous set in quiet groves of 
mulberry and cedar. 

Many a tourist, spending all his 
time in the streets, shops and hotels 
of Peking, leaves the Capital without 
having seen its real splendors. The 
Imperial Museum in the Forbidden 
City contains some of the world’s 
greatest treasures- Imperial robes of 
the 16th Century and before, hung with 
precious jewels: saddles, swords and 
armor of the Emperors, studded with 
diamonds and pearls; bronzes dating 
back to 400 B. t\; panels of jade and 
ivory, exquisitely carved and priceless 
because impossible of duplication: 
cloisonne and porcelain treasures of 
ten dynasties and the furniture, rugs 
and tapestries of a hundred Emperors. 

Then there is the Summer Palace 
with its lovely lake carpeted with lotus 
blossoms; the Temple of Heaven lift- 
ing its graceful triple roof into the 
cloudless blue of Peking’s skies, and a 
score of other wonders that make the 
City of the Sons of Heaven the most 
wonderful capital in the world. Those 
who have seen its streets and walls, 
its palaces and temples and shops have 
seen the uttermost East and must for- 
ever feel the lure of the Uuul of the 
Dragon, the spell of the enchanted 
Kingdom that links the present with 
the past.

The Assessors have no dis- 
cretion in this matter, as the law 
prescribes sworn Returns in every 
case.

MORATORY NOTES 


In n rnther superficial way everyone 
knows that (luring spring nnd fall 
there occurs a great migration of 
birds; the robin and the bluebird 
miraculously nppenr from the South, 
and the red-poll and fox-sparrow go 
North. The results of this migration 
are such systematic nnd well estab- 
lished customs that but little thought 
Is given to the great hardships endured 
and the splendid courage displayed by 
the birds on their pilgrimage. Though 
there is not the slightest trace of per- 
sonal complaint in the cheery note of 
the robin, and the bluebird’s gay cry 
of "Hear me, hear mo” speaks only of 
pleasant days to come, beneath these 
valiant songs of courage lie grim 
tragedies. Thousands of birds perish 
from exposure during migration; nnd 
even after their arrival many more are 
killed by the chill storms of a belated 
spring. And. unfortunately, the birds 
who do survive their many trials can- 
not he sure of a fitting welcome, for 
their hosts, either through ignorance 
or indifference often neglect them. 
However, if these thoughtless hosts 
would hut read "Wild bird guests and 
how to entertain them,” by Ernest 
Baynes. (PG-B34) their attitude would 
quickly change and their hearts soften 
toward the plucky little visitors, and 
each and all would desire to learn 
"How to Attract Birds,” by Mrs. Dou- 
bleday (PG-F74h). 

The birds thoughs, perhaps, unin- 
vited guests, are no sluggards and am- 
ply repay for the litle sustenance they 
require as Frank H. Chapman so em- 
phatically states in his "Birds of 
eastern North America,” (PG-C3Gh), 
and which Frank H. Forbush substan- 
tiates In “Useful birds and their pro- 
tection" (PG-M38f). An interesting 
study of home life is portrayed by 
Francis H. Herrick in "The home life 
of wild birds,” (PG-H13) and every 
bird-lover will delight in the charm 
of Lillie Hamilton French’s “Heze- 
kiah’s Wives,” (PG-F88). 

The spring is an easier time to iden- 
tify the migrants than the autumn, 
and the bird enthusiast will find an 
excellent aid in Ralph Hoffman’s "A 
guide to the birds of New England 
and eastern New York,” (PG-H679) or 
M. A. Willcox’s "Pocket guide to com- 
mon land birds of New England”

CLOTHING NEEDED 

Local branches of tlio Y. M. C. A. 
nnd Y. W. C. A. will co-operate in a 
nation wide campaign to gather cloth- 
ing outfits for Russian professors and 
students. Tho Student Friendship 
Fund which has, for several years, 
aided students nil over Europe, will 
participate in this drive for needed 
wearing nppnrel, making an especial 
appeal to college men nnd women. 
This is nn expnnsion of a similar cam- 
paign conducted last year by men liv- 
ing in dormitories of the Young Men’s 
Christian Associations of the entire 
country, nnd by which 5,000 students 
were provided with winter clothing. 
Tho campaign has received the hearty 
endorsement of the American Relief 
Association. 

This effort to collect clothing for 
women in this district will he di- 
rected by Miss Doris Badger of the 
Newton Y. W. C. A., and the collection 
of men’s apparel will he under the di- 
rection of Mr. H. W. Bascom, General 
Secretary of the Newton Y. M. C. A. 

Mr. Bascom states that, while the 
famine situation in Russia is less 
acute, according to reports of the 
American Relief Administration, there 
still remains a lack of clothing which 
is causing particular distress in tlie 
school and universities. In Petrograd, 
university students have so few clothes 
that one marvels at their courage and 
devotion to their studies. Some have 
not had a new suit or overcoat in five 
years. There is nn average of one 
overcoat for every ten students. 

"Russia stands in the direst need 
of college trained men and women. 
The immediate future demands doc- 
tors, engineers, agricultural experts, 
nnd teachers to lead in tho work of bet- 
tering living conditions following the 
famine. Four fifths of the students 
in the colleges of Russia today are 
training themselves in these profes- 
sions and under present, economic con- 
ditions they are hopelessly unable to 
purchase an adequate provision of 
clothing. When one considers that the 
full equipment for one person costs 
more than one billion rubles, and that 
the average salary of a university 
teacher is not more than one hundred 
fifty million rubles per month, it is ap- 
parent that only the actual necessities 
of life are within his means. Students, 
of course, earn still less.” 

The collection of clothing will begin 
at once in order that contributions 
may be ready to ship by early summer 
in ample time for distribution in the 
universities before cold weather sets 
in. Anything good to wear will be 
most gladly accepted. Women need 
warm dresses, heavy coats, stockings 
and underwear. Men ask for overcoats 
first, underwear second, then suits, 
heavy shirts, sweaters and gloves.

DEATH OF MR. BLANCH \,KI> 

Winslow Blanchard, president of 
The Blanchard Machine Company or 
Cambridge, who died at his home in 
Waban Saturday after nn illness of 
sovornl months, was born in Dor- 
chester, the son of John W. and Har- 
riot (Chambers) Blanchard, September 
24, 1865.

AWARDED D. S. C.

The Newton Y. W. C. A. lma been 
very fortunate In tho roceipt of a 
piano, a gift from the estate of the late 
Miss Julia Robinson, of 193 Nowton- 
vllle avenue. 

The Chairman of the Y. M. C. A. 
committee, now collecting clothing for 
Russian students and professors, says 
that reports recently received from 
the Russian headqunrters of the Amer- 
ican Relief Administration emphnslzo 
the extreme gravity of conditions sur- 
rounding the thousands of young men 
and women studying in the universi- 
ties. “At least 60 per cent of the stu- 
dents have no private means nor are 
given aid by the government. Odd 
jobs are sought to provide enough 
money for bread. That they are able 
to exist at all is surprising, crowded 
as they are, in many instances, in un- 
heated barracks and without even a 
decent amount of warm clothing. 

“Commenting on the future of relief 
work in Russia. Mr. Hoover, in a wide- 
ly reported letter to the International 
Committee of the Y. M .C. A., pointed 
out that medical, poverty and recon- 
struction forms of relief will deserv- 
edly pull upon the heartstrings of 
charity for many years to come and 
that the suffering of a great people 
must enlist the sympathy of every 
well thinking person." 

Necessity creates more styles than 
Egyptian explorations. In Russia, the 
“hay-overcoat" has enjoyed a wide 
vogue. It is a simply made garment, 
consisting of two flour sacks furnished 
by the American Relief Administra- 
tion. One sack was slipped inside the 
other and between the two an inter- 
lining of hay was sewn. Three holes 
were cut for the arms and head and 
the garment was ready to wear. This 
is only one of the many makeshifts 
contrived by both men and women in 
the universities of Petrograd, Moscow 
aijd Kazan. Flour sacks served as 
material for underwear, and the heavy 
curtains used in Petrograd to shut out 
the “white nights” have reappeared in 
every form of women's dresses. No 
fewer than 100,000 students and teach-* 
ers are living in miserable lodgings, 
without suitable clothing for the cold 
Russian winter, and with only one 
meal a day. Yet the men and women 
who are seeking a higher education 
constitute Russia’s only hope of sup- 
plying the shortage of professional 
workers, and her only assurance of 
progress toward reconstruction. 

The committee urges that contribu- 
tions he sent promptly that shipments 
may be made to Russia before the win- 
ter season sets in. Send nothing 
ragged. Keep suits together by tying, 
sewing or stapling. Mark each suit 
plainly small, medium, or large. Pro- 
tect all clothing from moths by sprink- 
ling moth balls in the folds. Tie mates 
of pairs of shoes together. Pack in 
ordinary burap sacks. These are used 
in Russia for foot covering or for 
overcoats. Ship consignment to ar- 
rive in New York not later than June 
1. Address Shipment to Russian De- 
partment, Y. M. C. A.. Care the Aber- 
crombie Corporation. 108 Dobbin St., 
Brooklyn, N. Y. Mail card, advising 
details of shipment.

Tlie Law of the Land, Must nnd Shall 
Be Respected 


EDITORIAL 


There appears to be considerable 
misunderstanding in regard to pend- 
ing legislation limiting the expendi- 
tures by school committees to the 
gross sums appropriated by the vari- 
ous city and town governments. There 
is no need for anyone to become ex- 
cited over the situation as the legis- 
lation under consideration is merely 
intended to restore the status quo 
which existed before the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in the 
Springfield case was announced. In 
brief, the Supreme Court said that 
school committees were not bound, 
as other municipal departments, by 
the appropriations made by the city 
and town governments but could ex- 
pend any sums they deemed neces- 
sary for educational purposes. The 
Court also said that practically all 
the control in the hands of the muni- 
cipal authorities was to limit tne 
number of weeks schooling that the 
school committee should give. 

The proposed legislation merely 
places the school department on the 
same plane as other municipal de- 
partments in regard to appropriations 
and so far as Newton is concerned, 
retains methods which have been fol- 
lowed for the past five or six years. 

— o — 

We are glad to note that another 
person convicted of operating an auto- 
mobile while under the influence of 
liquor has received a jail sentence. 
That sad affair at Pittsfield might not 
have happened if the murderer had 
been more severely dealt with when 
first before the court. 

Secretary of War John W. "Weeks 
again demonstrates his business abil- 
ity and efficiency in the announce- 
ment from Washington that the War 
Department has saved some $141,000 
in discounting its bills. 

Mayor Curley has taken the right 
position in refusing to grant permits 
for non-stop dancing. Of all the 
foolish ways to waste one’s energy, 
a non-stop dance seems the extreme 
limit. 

With the Underwood school children 
scattered all over the district the al- 
dermen have taken the proper action 
in postponing changes in the Bigeiow 
school until next year. 

Eliot Church as well as Mr. Truette 
is to be congratulated on the com- 
pletion of a quarter century of as- 
sociation. 


UNDER THE GILDED DOME 


The pressure of others matters as 
well as the rather routine nature of 
the work on Beacon Hill led to the 
omission last week of the usual ar- 
ticle under this caption. 

Senator Rice was recorded as a dis- 
senter on the report of next annual 
session on the bill for the classifica- 
tion and segregation of prisoners. 
Representative Early who is a mem- 
ber of the same committee as Sen- 
ator Rice, states that the committee 
took this action largely on account 
of the unknown, but undoubtedly 
large cost entailed if this hill becomes 
law. Mr. Early believes it to he better 
policy to provide for the appointment 
of a psychiatrist by the Department 
of Correction whose duty it shall he

to make such examinations through- 
out the Commonwealth as may he 
deemed desirable and with the data 
thus obtained, some future General 
Court can pass the needed legislation 
with substantial knowledge of the 
conditions. The bill providing for 
such an officer is now on its way 
through the Legislature. 

The county taxes have been fixed by 
the committee on Counties and Middle- 
sex will raise the sum of $1,285,380.28 
as compared with S1.319.825.4S as- 
sessed last year. It is interesting to 
note that it costs this county $190,000 
for salaries and expenses in our dis- 
trict courts. $138,000 for salaries of 
officers and expenses of prisoners, 
$140,000 for criminal costs in the 
superior court and $135,000 for civil 
costs in the upper courts. The county 
spends $173,000 for clerks in county 
offices, and $113,000 for maintenance 
of county buildings other than jails. 
$325,000 is spent on highways and 
bridges and $20,000 for pensions. The 
taxes in Middlesex are the highest in 
the state (Suffolk County expenses 
being included in budget of the city 
of Boston) with Essex a close second. 

The principal feature this week 
was the debate in the House on the 
prohibition question. It came up on 
Monday in the form of a leave to 
withdraw report on a bill to provide 
for two questions on the ballot at 
the state election in 1924, one to de- 
termine the attitude of the voters on 
the 18th amendment to the federal 
constitution and one to determine 
the sentiment on the Volstead law. 
The bill was favored by all the 
“wets” and opposed by the “drys.’ 
The principal objection was made to 
the uselessness of the referendum and 
it was admitted that our United States 
Senators and Congressmen would not 
he “instructed" either way the vote 
was determined. The hill was sub- 
stituted for the adverse report by a 
vote of 121 to 103, Representative Sal- 
tonstall voting with the “wets." The 
majority vote was made up of 71 
Democrats — almost a solid party vote 
— and 51 Republicans, while the dry 
vote was made of 120 Republicans and 
1 Democrat. On Tuesday a Dill for 
the better enforcement of the liquor 
law was debated and finally passed by 
a majority of 16 votes. This hill adds 
provisions to the present law govern- 
ing the manufacture and transporta- 
tion of liquors. An amendment to 
limit the law to “intent to sell.” of- 
fered by Mr. Sawyer of Ware, a Con- 
gregational clergyman, but a man 
who has always supported the liquor 
interests, was defeated, Mr. Salton- 
stall voting for this amendment and 
Representatives Early and Brimble- 
com in opposition. A motion to refer 
the whole matter to the next session 
was then defeated by roll cull, all 
three Newton representatives voting 
in opposition. 

There was also a long debate on 
Wednesday on the proposed increase 
in the salaries of the Supreme Court 
judges. The principal objection being 
the matter of pensions. The bill 
provides that while the salaries are 
increased some $2000, the pension 
shall he based on 75% of the former 
salary. 

The Senate has passed the Dill to 
allow an increase in the height of 
buildings in Boston, but with an 
amendment limiting the increase to 
the business districts. 

The Senate has also defeated the 
hill to limit expenditures by school 
committees to the appropriations 
made by the municipal governments 
and about which considerable misin- 
formation has been circulated.

DEATH OF OLD RESIDENT 


Mr. Henry Clay Daniels, a resident 
of this city for the past 73 years died 
last Sunday after a short illness at his 
residence on Washington street, New- 
ton. 

Mr. Daniels wns horn in West Cam- 
bridge. (now Arlington) on May 26, 
1842, and was the son of John Porter 
and Eleanor Whittemore Daniels.

He attended 
the Channing Church and was a 
member of the Middlesex Club, the 
Republican Club, the Hunnewell Club, 
Unitarian Club, an associate member 
of the Charles Ward Post, G. A. R., 
a member of Fraternity Lodge of 
Masons, a life member of Newton 
Royal Arch Chapter and of the A. 
O. U. W. 

He had also served the city as an 
overseer of the poor and as an assist- 
ant assessor. 

He is survived by his widow, who 
was Ada Eudora Hopkins of Belfast, 
Me., and by two sons. Capt. George 
H. Daniels, O. R. C.. of Dorchester, 
and Major Harold C. Daniels. U. S. 
M. C. (retired) of Newton and two 
daughters, the Misses Ada Eudora 
Daniels of Hartford. Conn., and Amy 
Louise of Iowa City. Iowa. There 
are also two grandsons, Robert and 
Richard Daniels. 

Mr. and Mrs. Daniels celebrated 
their golden wedding on January 21. 
1923. 

Private funeral services were held 
from his late residence on Wednes- 
day afternoon. Rev. Adelbert L. Hud- 
son. a former pastor officiating and 
the burial was at Arlington.

Lt. Hopkins was the son of Dr. E. 
Earl Hopkins, of 355 Newtonville av- 
enue, Newtonville. He was horn in 
Newtonville and was 26 years of age at 
his death. He attended the Newton 
schools and while at high school 
played football and hockey. He was 
graduated from Harvard in the class 
of 1914 and while there played on the 
varsity hockey team and engaged in 
other athletics. Later he played 
hockey with the Boston Athletic As- 
sociation.

The body of a man which was 
washed ashore on Plymouth beach last 
Sunday was identified as that of Ed- 
ward Hill Farrington, son of a 
prominent Chicago business men, 
who recently resided in Aberdeen 
street, Newton Highlands, and at a 
Boston hotel. He was a passenger 
last Saturday on a steamer from Bos- 
ton to New York. 

Identification was made by George 
W. Kingley and L. B. McCarthy, both 
of Newton, who had read the news- 
papers description of the body. The 
body had been in the water about 18 
hours, and the only clues to his iden- 
tity which the authorities found were 
the monogram on his watch and a 
horsehair chain he wore around his 
neck. His pockets were empty. 

His parents. Wilbur Farrington of 
Chicago and the late Mrs. Grace 
Spofford Farrington, were separated 
by divorce, and until his mother’s 
death Edward made his home with 
her and his brother Wilbur at New- 
ton Highlands. During the world war 
he was an ensign in the air service 
and was stationed at Bayport, R. I. 

Several months after his mother’s 
death he became a member of the 
state police, hut served only two days. 
For the month preceding his depart- 
ure for New York he resided at a 
Boston hotel. 

His friends believe he was on the 
Saturday night boat hound for New 
York, where he had a girl friend, who 
is reported to he wealthy. Their 
theory is that he may have become 
ill and, going to the rail, was pitched 
overboard, the body being swept 
ashore here by a northeast wind. Far- 
rington’s friends state there was no 
reason for his taking his life. They 
could not account for the absence 
from his pockets of papers that might 
identify him. He always carried an 
address hook with name and phone 
number and a pocketbook. 

Besides his father and brother, 
who is a pupil at a private school, 
he is survived by a sister. Hope, who 
attends school in Connecticut.

A whole lot of Information that Isn’t 
ho, Is running through my head, in- 
formation I have picked up from our 
local papers during the past winter. 

A community has, after all, many 
lmbitH that should have been left hack 
of Darwin. One of these is a trick of 
sticking the community head In the 
sand, and dreaming that nil is well, 

Newton seems to think that she is 
spending a whole lot of money on 
schools, hut people from other plnces 
fail fo see it. Newton seems delighted, 
hut fearful at the wonders of her new 
Junior high school. Oh, minnows, how 
it costs! People in other sections are 
inclined to call her a piker for build- 
ing one, very late in the day, when she 
should have four. 

Our salaries are too high. Well, not 
long ago a superintendent asked me 
to recommend a teacher of English in 
a high school. 

"How much will you pay?" I asked. 

"Twenty five hundred dollars to be- 
gin." 

There was a time when teachers 
looked with longing at the salury list 
in Newton, but not now. We pay well 
we pay in general as well as most 
places, but we no longer hold any com- 
manding lead, and other places are 
getting ahead. 

Bad Business 

Our school hoard and executives are 
charged with bad business manage- 
ment. As people outside see it, our 
school directors are held hack in pro 
gressive school plans by constant 
negative interference by the board that 
allots the money. 

Eleven states now have legislation 
giving the school authorities freedom 
from financial domination by people 
who talk much but know little of 
schools. According to reports from 
Yale and Columbia, who have studied 
these problems from an impartial view, 
the plan has worked so well that other 
states may be expected to follow rapid- 
ly in this course. 

When school boards have the power 
to raise the money needed, without be- 
ing told by a hoard of aldermen, or a 
council, what they want, or what they 
will get, our schools will have a better 
chance of giving us the service we 
need. 

It is well known that our school 
hoard has given itself strictly to mat- 
ters of importance to schools, and has 
won a wide respect because of the 
manner in which it conducts its busi- 
ness. On the road you hear one city 
or another referred to in a story ot 
graft, or politics in the school, hut not 
Newton. 

As for Mr. Wheeler, I only wish 
had the fairy wand and could put some 
of those who find fault, Into Ills job 
for a month, yes, just for an hour of 
a busy day, and see how they like it. 

I have been a superintendent of 
schools. I know something of the 
complexities of his work, and l have 
a good deal of faith in my own ability, 
hut I know very well where I should be 
at the end of a short time, trying to 
do his work. 

Too .Much Supervision 

Almost every plan for the improve- 
ment of our schools involves more sup- 
ervision. yet I read that we have too 
much of it all ready. Sometimes this 
comes from the teachers themselves. 

There is a type of person who hates 
to he supervised. This type often in- 
cludes good teaching material. There 
are others who just talk, and think 
too little of the result. Supervision re- 
quires more effort, more care, more 
thought, more results. It is human to 
resent it. hut it is death in schools to 
he without it. 

*We shall never get where we ought 
to be until we have far more super- 
vision than we have, and any business 
man would vote it after a discussion 
of the problem involved (minus the 
tax rate). The tax rate lias the power 
to make an imbecile of an intelligent 
man in two weeks. 

Not long ago I saw three workmen 
in the street department, with one 
supervisor. I spoke of this in a group 
of men soon after. 

“I can heat that." said a citizen. "I 
saw three in the tree department, and 
one of them was a supervisor. That’s 
two to one.” 

When they get down to this average 
in the schools, we may begin to ques- 
tion. Miml you. these departments 
may have found from hard experience 
that two workmen must have a super- 
visor, hut so long as they thus carry 
on, wouldn’t it he fair to lay off on 
this matter in the schools. 

As to supervision, we have probably 
the best brains in the country, and I 
think that probably means the world. 
Mr. Wheeler is able to balance such 
problems so well that if he told me he 
thought that twice tho appropriation 
for supervision would pay, 1 should 
vote it without a question. 

In a group of men last month the 
question of supervisors arose, and 
Mabel Bragg was voted the most 
efficient in this work that the country 
now affords. These men knew their 
business in a wide field. 

In any other profession but public 
school work, if we had an expert of 
Miss Bragg's prominence in our city* 
we should go and say: "Miss Bragg, 
what ought we to do to have the best 
education we cun provide for our chil- 
dren?" 

But since it is school work, Miss 
Bragg breaks down her health trying 
to do the work of three people. She 
has been put in the pilot house with 
Mr. Wheeler; she knows the course; 
hut down in the boiler room tho aider- 
men talk over the price of coal ami let 
the fires go out. 

Fads and Frills 

If a solon wishes to tulk on school 
matters, he is always safe in declaim- 
ing against fails and frills. No one 
knows Just what fads and frills are, 
hut they sound so well, and seem to 
cost so much, that they are always 
with us. Even us 1 write, my right 
hand Jerks to go out in u wide con- 
temptuous gesture. Fads ami Frills. I 

Friends und citizens, please read 
this twice: School people do not invent 
things to try in the schools. They have 


always tried to provide the people in 
their community what that commun- 
ity said It wanted. Sewing, manual 
training, vocational work, cooking, and 
other subjects, have come into the 
schools because Hie people have 
wanted them In their schools, not be- 
cause the teachers wanted them. 

We have formed a bad habit here In 
Newton of passing around a lot of talk 
that Is Inaccurate, hurtful, and un- 
happy, regarding our schools. Our 
.schools are not all right, nor are they 
all wrong. They need many changes 
as times goes on. 

There Is an Impression that, we 
spend a vast amount of money on the 
schools of Newton. Never until we get 
old ideas of tax rates out of, our heads, 
a‘nd begin to < ompare the money speni 
for schools with that which goes for 
chewing gum, cigars, and movies, shall 
we begin to get any true idea of what 
we should expend on education.

THE VEGETABLE GARDEN 

From some mysterious and obscure 
Hource sprang the persistent Idea that 
beauty and utility were contrasting 
qualities which could never he com- 
bined, and that a vegetable garden 
must of necessity he ugly. However, 
the fallacy of this reasoning is very 
clearly seen in the following para- 
graph from Eben E. Rexford’s "A-B-C 
of Gardening,” (RIA-R32): 

"The average gardener doesn't seem 
to associate the growing of vegetable's 
with an Idea of beauty, hut he will 
find, If ho looks into the matter, that 
the vegetable garden can In* made 
really ornamental. A row of carrots 
with Its feathery green foliage Is quite 
as attractive as many of our decorative 
plants; and beets, with crimson foli- 
age, are really tropical in their rich 
coloring. Parsley and lettuce make 
excellent and ornamental edgings for 
beds containing other vegetables. To- 
matoes, trained to upright trellises, 
are quite as showy as many kinds of 
(lowers, when th$ir fruit begins to 
ripen. Peppers work in charmingly 
with the color shceme of the vege- 
table garden. A little study of gar- 
den possibilities will soon convince 
one that, it is an easy matter to make 
the vegetable garden, so far as color is 
concerned, as attractive as the flower 
garden is. And while we are at work 
at gardening, why not make it as at- 
tractive as possible? The pleasing 
appearance of it will lend additional 
qualities to the fine flavor of its vege- 
tables if we believe that beauty and 
practicality ought to work in harmony 
with each other."

Had Peculiar Nicknames. 

Sir Matthew Wood, who in 1821 was 
a stanch supportc*r of the unhappy 
Queen Caroline, was for a consider- 
able time known as "Absolute Wis- 
dom,” and nearly all the wits of the 
time made him the butt of their at- 
tacks.

Membera of tho Woodland Golf Club 
will officially open their new club 
house on Washington street, Auburn- 
dale, tomorrow with an all day tourna- 
ment, a buffet dinner and an enter- 
tainment. 

The structure is two stories in 
height, of the English Georgian type, 
built of water struck brick witli a 
slate roof. The dimensions are 156 
feet by 02. There is a 50-foot ter- 
race at the end and a 20-foot terrace, 
the long way. 

On entering tho building, one passes 
through a two-story portico, which 
almost faces the present 18th green. 
Inside this entrance, to the right, is a 
well-equipped office from which there 
is an unexpected view of the main 
lounge, the men’s lounge and the stair- 
ways. The main lounge will be a spa- 
cious affair, covering an area 45 by 
26 feet. It has a beamed ceiling and 
a large fireplace. Back of this room 
is the dining hall, 25 by 34 feet. This, 
like the main lounge, will open upon 
a porch at the southerly end, and can 
be converted Into an outdoor dining- 
room when the occasion demands. 

Back of the office is the men’s 
lounge, 22 by 34 feet. This room has 
a separate entrance, and. opening out 
of it at the rear is the grill, 23*& by 25 
feet. Between the dining and grill 
rooms is a combination kitchen and 
serving room, 38 by 20 feet. 

Opening off the men’s lounge is a 
separate porch which will give access 
to the locker rooms, one of which is 
on the main floor and the other above, 
both at the northerly end of the 
building. There are 399 men’s lock- 
ers, 175 on the main floor, 86 on the 
second floor, and 38 in the annex. 
There is ample room for 42 more in 
the annex if necessary. Each of the 
locker rooms has three shower baths. 

On the second floor there are ac- 
commodations for 75 women players, 
including locker rooms, showers, 
dressing room and lounge. 

Plans are under way at the present 
time to provide for 12 sleeping rooms 
on tho second floor, and they will 
eventually he laid out. In the base- 
ment, which is beneath the men’s 
locker room, is the professionals' 
shop, where Charley Burgess and his 
many assistants work. The shop can 
be reached from the first floor by 
means of a stairway from the men's 
lounge and also has a direct entrance 
from the course. 

Leading out of the professional’s 
shop is a drying room, long wanted by 
tile rainy day players at Woodland. 
The servants’ quarters, comprising 
locker room and dining room, a laun- 
dry. a boiler room, a hotwater tank 
with a capacity of 1000 gallons and a 
coal-pocket are also situated in the 
basement. An unfinished room in the 
basement is amply sufficient for three 
bowling alleys, which it is probable 
will be installed before long. 


Tho annual meeting of the Civic 
Club of Newton, one of the unique 
clubs of the country wns held at. the 
Brae Burn Country Club on Monday 
evening. The club is unique in that 
only persons who have been elected to 
nu office in the city government of 
Newton are eligible for membership. 
The club meets once a year for a re- 
newal of the friendships formed in the 
service of the city. 

The club was honored by having one 
of its own members, Hon. Samuel L. 
Powers, as its guest and speaker. Mr. 
Powers had served as member and 
president of the old Common Council 
in 1883-4-5 and as an alderman in 1886. 
He had also served for six months as 
a member of the school committee in 
1898 and later was a Congressman for 
four years. 

Mr. Powers gave interesting and oft- 
times humorous reminiscences of his 
experiences in politics irt the eighties 
and the changes which had been made 
between that period and the present. 

President Joseph W. Bartlett pre- 
sided and the only business transacted 
was the election of officers for the 
coming year. Hon. George H. Ellis 
was chosen president, Dr. G. M. Win- 
slow, Arthur W. Hollis and Henry I. 
Harriman, members of the executive 
committee and J. C. Brimblecom, sec- 
retary-treasurer.

SCHOOL 


Mr. Editor: 

Religious instruction in the public 
schools lias been impossible in Amer- 
ica because of our firm, fundamental 
belief in an absolute separation of 
church and state. It is very probable 
that this will continue to be our bea- 
con light. There is no strong hope 
among any considerable number of 
people to change this scheme. 

However this does not do away 
with the very apparent need of reli- 
gious instruction among our youth. 
Furthermore this instruction should 
receive the aid of modern educational 
practise. The problem at present re- 
solves itself to this, “How can the 
value of public school efficiency be 
carried to the church school? 

There may be many methods. Here 
is one. Draw out the public school 
man, seek his aid and advice, ask 
him to speak at meetings and confer- 
ences of church school workers. 
There are teachers everywhere who 
would gladly help in this way. This 
may serve as a suggestion to our pas- 
tors and superintendents who are 
anxious to make the work of their 
school more effective.

FORMER RESIDENT DEAD

The "Rotary Code of Ethics” was 
adopted by the organization in 1915 
and sets forth the principles and 
practices that 'should exist not only 
between Rotarians but all business 
and professional men everywhere.” 

One of the world’s greatest states- 
men has said that no man should be 
a member of a profession without 
having raised the level of that profes- 
sion a little higher. Rotarians con- 
sider this one of th.ir greatest re- 
sponsibilities and are duty bound to 
transmit the ideals of service as ex- 
emplified by Rotary to their respect- 
ive crafts and profession. Obviously 
a man’s own house must first be in 
order before he can successfully ful- 
fill this responsibility to his craft or 
profession so that Rotary teaches first 
the individual member, permeating 
him with the spirit of Rotary so that 
he is soon not only practicing its prin- 
ciples but seeking at the same time 
to raise a little higher the level of his 
own craft. 

The Rotary Club which has been 
organized in this city has one rule 
which, it states emphatically, must 
not be violated. This is the rule in 
regard to attendance. Practically ev- 
ery club has a clause in its Constitu- 
tion whereby a member is automatic- 
ally dropped from membership if he 
misses three meetings in succession. 
To this rule is attributed one of the 
reasons for the remarkable efficiency 
of Rotary. A careful record of each 
member’s attendance is kept by the 
secretary and nothing short of sick- 
ness or death can excuse a member. 
Absence from the city is no excuse, 
for there is a rule whereby a member 
may attend the meeting of a Rotary 
Club in any city and receive credit for 
attendance just as if he had been 
present at the meeting of his own 
club. 

J(oday there are more than one 
thousand Rotary Clubs in the world. 
Altbo the greater number are in the 
United States, where the movement 
originated, there are now Rotary Clubs 
in Canadu. Newfoundland, Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, Culm, South Amer- 
ica. the Republic of Panama, China, 
India, Australia, and New Zealand. 
This growth seems all the more re- 
markable when wo realize that the 
organization has never at uny time 
employed paid orgunizers. And in

The clileT Interest this work cen- 
tred on the largely attended hen ring 
before Ways and Means committee on 
the serious situation regarding the 
present and past taxes on national 
hank stock.

The final vote in the House on Mon- 
day on the liquor enforcement bill 
was 121 in favo r and 94 against. The 
matter now goes to the Senate where 
it has been assigned for next Tuesday.

While on 
this matter it might he interesting to 
state that Congressman Gifford, the 
new member of the House, told a 
group of legislators at dinner on Wed- 
nesday evening, that he found prohibi- 
tion a settled issue at Washington, 
and that Massachusetts was the laugh- 
ing stock of the country in its posi- 
tion on this matter. Mr. Gifford is a 
“wet” as well as a new Congressman 
"wet" as a new Congressman and his 
and his opinion therefore is not biased. 

The hill to require the Boston school 
committee to grant equal pay for 
equal work was debated in the House 
on Tuesday, and passed by a sub- 
stantial margin, Representative Early 
and the writer voting for the hill and 
Representative Saltoustall against. 

This matter seemed to be one of 
simple justice, ns it seemed entirely 
unfair that women principals and 
supervisors should receive less salary 
than men teachers who were subor- 
dinate to them. While it is true that 
the various wards of Boston failed to 
"instruct” their representative to favor 
this bill, because the favorable vote 
was not a majority of the entire list, 
it is also true that nearly every ward 
cast a small majority in favor of the 
bill and the total vote of the city was 
several thousands on that side. 

Tlie Senate, with some amendments, 
has passed t h • • bill Increasing the % 

height of buildings in tin 
ton. the most important amendment 
being one that limits the operation 
of the hill to the business districts 
of the city. 

Preparations are ebing made for a 
visit by the entire Legislature to the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College at 
Amherst. The trip will be taken next 
Friday and will be a strenuous one 
for members living in the eastern part 
of the state. 

The business of the session is dwind- 
ling rapidly and prorogation will prob- 
ably he reached by the middle of May.

the Great. Some of these ancient 
Greek coins are valuable ns art ob- 
jects alone, the embossing being of 
rare workmanship and surpassing any- 
thing to he seen on the coiuuge of 
today. It is miturally an example of 
the great height which Greek culture 
reached in that day. The course of 
civilization, in fact, can easily be 
traced in these ancient coins. Roman 
coinage, some of which hears the 
head of Nero, Is not equal in beauty 
to that of tlie Greeks, but nevertheless 
shows a high quality of art. But the 
money of the succeeding Dark ages 
Is crude in the extreme, and even the 
English 10- cent piece of 1000 A. D. 
Is childishly primitive in comparison. 
—Pearson’s Weekly. 

Extinguishing Fires. 

As a matter of fact, water will not 
extinguish every fire. Blazing oil, for 
instance, cunnot In* put out by water; 
and when water docs put out a tire, 
it does Us work rather differently 
from, say, the chemicals in a patent 
extinguisher. The act of "burning” re- 
quires oxygen, a gas found in the air. 
It is also essential that tlie material 
burning should he raised to a certain 
temperature- -varying with different 
sub* turn vs before it cun actually 
catch fire. Water lias two effects on 
the fire. First, it acts us a eurtuln, lit- 
erally cutting off tlie air, and without 
the air and the oxygen in it, tlie fire 
cunnot burn. Next the water cools 
down the burning material, and if 
enough be pumped or thrown on, soon 
reduces the teiuperuture to a point 
where burning is impossible. We then 
■ay that tlie wuter has “put the fire 
out."

Christening Commodities. 

Products are often named from the 
places of their origin, though time fre- 
quently warps the names out of recog- 
nition. We trace muslin to Mussolo 
in Mesopotamia, cambric to Cumbrui, 
calico to Calicut in India, damask to 
Damascus, and fustian to Fustal, 
Cairo. Gin, the corrupter, Is itself 
corrupted from Geneva, while sherry 
by acrobatic evolutions leads us back 
to Xerxes. Millinery is a bit obscure 
until we learn that a citizen of Milan 
was once called a milliner, and that 
millinery was women’s finery import- 
ed front Milan. Currant derives from 
Corinth, poplin from Avignon, a papal 
town.

FOR BIG “STRIKE” 


Aged Mining Prospector Takes 
One More Chance. 


8am Conger, Eighty-Nine Years Old, 

8till in the Harness and Confident 
He Will Win. 

Recently news came that the oldest 
active mining prospector in the world, 
Sam Conger, eighty-nine years old, 
was going hack to the Rockies, deter- 
mined to make his last big strike. 

"Sam Conger,” the story said, “Is 
the ‘Grand Old Man of the Mountains’ 
—•he has prospected in the Rockies for 
more thun seventy years. In addition 
to locating many of the best paying 
gold and silver mines In the state, he 
discovered tungsten, the rure metal of 
Colorado. He Is known to every old 
mining man and, despite his eighty- 
nine years, Sam Conger, game to the 
backbone, Is going to the mountains, 
laden with pack, pick, pun and shovel, 
resolute in the faith thut he will make 
one more big strike.” 

It was in Boulder county that he 
made his first big strike with his dis- 
covery of the Buckeye lead in 1862. 
while the battle of Antletam was be- 
ing fought. Since then he prospected 
in California, Oregon, New Mexico, 
Arizona, and studied lends and veins 
and strata in every raining section of 
Colorado. But it wns always to Boul- 
der county thut he returned to make 
the big strike. One time it was the 
Caribou mine, later sold to capitalists 
of Holland. Then, after long pros- 
pecting in other sections, be came 
back to Boulder and discovered the 
Poor Man mine, where the ore ran 
$10,000 to the ton. There were the 
Fourth of July and the Diantha and 
many others. 

Near Boulder City in the middle 
’90s he came on a strange black 
mineral. Sam Conger did not then 
know' that he had discovered tungsten. 
In Oregon he learned the groat value 
of the mineral. He hurried back to 
Colorado and, in the streets of Den- 
ver, met his old partner, who in Ari- 
zona had also learned that the black 
ore was tungsten. 

Sam Conger’s tungsten clnlra was 
offered to the Allis company of Mil- 
waukee and turned down. “There Is 
not n great demand for tungsten,” an 
official said, “and if it should be fouftd 
in such quantities as Conger says, the 
price will fall to the lowest point.’’ 
Conger’s option expired. Then An- 
drew Carnegie took over the tungsten 
claims. Each year since they have 
produced their millions. 

Conger was horn in Ohio. As a lad 
of seventeen he heard that the lead 
mines of southwestern Wisconsin 
were the places for big stakes, but in 
Wisconsin all the talk was of the rich- 
ness of the lead deposits of Missouri. 
And in Missouri he heard of the re- 
cently discovered gold nt the junction 
of Cherry creek and the Platte river, 
out where the Ute Indians lived, across 
the Great American desert. 

Sam Conger was one of a party to 
drive across the Great Plains with 
"Pike’s Peak or Bust” on the wagon 
canvas und then began his 70 years of 
prospecting for the precious metals. 

Later Sam Conger went to New 
Mexico. He rend how mutiny smoul- 
dered among the Indians, how they 
arose, murdered both Spanish con- 
querors and Franciscans and filled up 
the mines. 

Sum found one of these mines — the 
St. Lazarus. And until the body of 
gold ore wns worked out it was a good 
producing mine. 

Sam 1ms always wanted riches — not 
thousands, but millions. Then he could 
“fix everybody up,” and he has notions 
of “en-dow-ing” something. 

Sam is the last of the old prospec- 
tors — simple, kindly, brave. And at 
eighty-nine he is still walking over the 
mountains in paths he trod when he 
was a lad. — Milwaukee Journal. 


College Receiving. 

A disastrous fire in one of the 
buildings Princeton university re- 
cently destroyed u part of the radio 
equipment. While the loss was amply 
covered by insurance, it was an unfor- 
tunate accident, since the matter of 
arranging for u broadcasting service 
was Just ubout completed. The Idea 
of u broadcasting originated with L. S. 
Gutter (1912) uni was taken up ut 
once by those iu charge of the station. 
The University of Wisconsin and the 
University of Minnesota already have 
established broadcasting stations for 
general university news, says Scientific 
American, as well as for results of 
athletic contests. The set to be in- 
stalled will have a sending range of 
l, IKK) miles and will operate on 300- 
meter wave length. 


In New England. 

The Tuconie range uiong the western 
border of Massachusetts Is the link 
that connects the Catskills of New 
York with the higher peaks of north- 
ern New England, says the American 
Forestry Magazine. Greylock — the 
Saddleback of earlier duys— 3,535 feet, 
in the northwestern corner of tlio 
state, is tin* highest in the common- 
wealth, and Mount Everett, “the Dome 
of the Tn conics,” 2.624 feet, in the 
southwi^vru corner, the next loftiest. 
Both are state reservations. 

Where X-Rays Are Fatal. 

Roentgen rays over the abdomeu 
prove fatal In u large number of ex- 
periments on dogs, while the same 
rays over the thorax produce no 111 
effects. This Important fuet has been 
learned by many experiments made at 
the University of California medical 
school by S. L. Warren and Dr G. II. 
Whipple, who report details for the 
Journal of Experimental Medicine.

FLORENCE EVANS PLAYERS 

The Floreneo Evans PlayerH of Bou- 
ton presentotl throo plays In Hunne- 
well Club Houho last Friday night. 

Procodlng the performance, Mrs. 
Evans told of the object for which the 
players were working, namely to build 
a Little Theatre In Boston where ama- 
teurs may pul befort tha publli j ■ ill 
worth-while plays. 

The audience was composed largely 
of those Interested In the so-called 
“new theatre movement” in which the 
theatre seeks to represent life as It 
Is, rather than simply to amuse. 

The program on Friday consisted of 
three plays. The first of these, “Will 
o’ the Wisp” was written by Doris 
Halman of the 47 workshop. It pre- 
sented In symbolic form the general 
theme of the attempt of Materialism 
to crush Art. In the play the soul of 
the poet Is killed by his rich and 
worldly wife, who, in turn, is led to 
her death by the Will o’ the Wisp. The 
story as worked out by Miss Halman 
was gruesome in the extreme. An at 
tempt at poetic justice was made in 
the fact that it Is the poet’s own song 
which lures his wife to her doom. 

The second play, "The Wasp,” was 
much better constructed, and was ad- 
mirably acted. The general theme was 
the power of ideas and of early train- 
ing. A father and (laughter are brought 
face to face in a crisis, the one repre- 
senting Soviet Russia, and the other 
the military aristocracy. The dialogue 
was very good, and the play held the 
attention of the audience from begin- 
ning to end. The “Wasps” were the 
Russian populace, infuriated by the 
militarist party, stinging all who op- 
posed them. 

The third play, “Lonesome Like” by 
Harold Brigliouse has been presented 
twice before In Newton. It is, how- 
ever, justly popular, being a masterly 
presentation of a hit of human life al- 
ternating between tears and laughter. 

Mrs. Bartlett of Newton never plnyed 
the part of Sarah Ormerod better 
than on last Friday night. The other 
members of the cast were also well 
chosen, and the play was acted with 
an artistic finish not always attained 
by professionals.

The Newton Centre Squash Tennis 
Club, foremost promoter of lawn ten- 
nis and squash racquets in Middlesex 
County, has outgrown its present 
quarters and the members have de- 
ided to spend approximately $20,000 
in providing additional facilities for 
these sports and also for improving 
their home by extensive alterations. 

The building will he enlarged to 
provide two more squash racquets 
courts, four howling alloys, a pre- 
tentious lobby, a rest room and locker 
space for women members and a kit- 1 
chen where meals may be prepared, j 
The club has four of the finest dirt 
courts in New England and two ad- 
ditional surfaces will be constructed 
next year. 

The present membership of the club 
is 125, but the members have voted to 
open the list to accept an additional 
100. Each member, old and new, will 
be requested to take a $30 bond and 
the dues will he $40 annually. Con- 
sidering the facilities available, this 
tax is extremely reasonable. 

With the present surplus funds on 
hand and the additional money to be 
obtained through the sale of member- 
ship bonds, the club will be able to go 
through with the alterations without 
borrowing. At present the club’s land, 
building and possessions represent 
more than $20,000 and the organization 
carries a mortgage of only $2500. 

Actual work on the alterations will 
be started shortly as the plans already 
have been received from the architect. 
The squash racquet courts will be 
ready for use when the Massachusetts 
Squash Racquet Association begins 
play in its interclub series next win- 
ter. 

Newton Centre is looking forward to 
an extremely busy season in lawn 
tennis. Already the United States 
Lawn Tennis Association has awarded 
the state doubles tournament to the 
club and this will he the third succes- 
sive year that the championship has 
gone there. A dub tournament and an 
invitation singles will round out the 
tournament program. 

In addition to this open competition, 
the club will have a team in the Mystic 
Valley league, a four-club circuit, that 
will play through a June schedule. 
Other members of this league are Ded- 
ham, Winchester and Lexington. New- 
ton Centre also will put a team in the 
proposed Massachusetts league, which 
is being fostered by Francis G. Boggs 
and Walter I. Badger. Jr.

T1IE NEWTON SCHOOLS 

To the Editor of tho Graphic: 

Mr. ErneRt Cobh writing for your 
issue of April 20th feels that “Homo 
one who has been inside a school dur- 
ing tho Inst ten years should soy a 
word for those in Newton.” With ex- 
cellent judgment he elects to do this 
through the columns of The Graphic 
thereby offering equal facilities for 
any who may not he In complete 
agreement with his findings. As near- 
ly ns one may gather from his letter 
he finds that other places are getting 
ahead of us by reason of our failure 
to pay adequate salaries to our teach- 
ers. As a matter of fact only two 
cities in the state pay as much for 
education per pupil as does Newton 
(1922 Bulletin Mass. Dept. Educa- 
tion.) Now if, ns Mr. Cobh suggests, 
our teachers are so poorly paid that 
Newton no longer attracts the best 
teaching ability It might be proper to 
ask what becomes of the comparative- 
ly large sum appropriated for school 
affairs? There are those who say that 
too much of it is being expended for 
supervision and for some other things 
the criticism of which Mr. Cobb de- 
plores. Mr. Cobb further objects to 
the “constant negative interference by 
the board which allots the money” and 
he favors giving the school authorities 
‘freedom from financial domination by 
people who talk much but know lit- 
tle of schools.” There may be some- 
thing of excellence in this plan. It 
might put an end to the self-perpetuat- 
ing policy by which the school board 
virtually names its own successors. 

It might mean a desirable change 
front the present perfunctory vote for 
an uncontested place on the school 
committee and result in a real interest 
in school affairs — expressed at the 
polls. There might, however, be this 
objection (front the point of view of 
the sehool board) that the business of 
the board would have to be open to 
public inspection instead of being con- 
ducted behind closed doors. There 
are many valid objections to this. Free 
access to municipal funds imposes ob- 
ligations — perhaps more difficult to 
overcome than the present “negative 
interference” by the board of aider- 
men. Of school superintendence Mr. 
Cobb has this to say. “As to super- 
vision, wo probably have the best 
brains in the country and I think that 
probably means the world. If he (Mr. 
Wheeler) told me that twice the ap- 
propriation for supervision would pay 
I should vote it without question.” It 
has been hinted that this blind accept- 
ance of Mr. Wheeler’s estimates is not 
confined to Mr. Cobb but has at times 
characterized the action of the school 
board itself. It is rumored, however, 
that the hoard of aldermen still re- 
quire “to be shown.” respecting school 
estimates. Mr. Cobb is frankly con- 
temptuous regarding the complaint of 
fads and frills”— a complaint which 
must have become quite general to 
arouse so great an irritation. It is, 
Indeed, a perilous matter for a layman 
to discuss depending as he needs must 
upon general impressions. Dr. Henry 
S. Pritchett, president of the Carnegie 
Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching will, I think, be credited 
with some right to be heard on this 
question. He puts the case as follows. 
“A school offering its pupils four 
studies, to be pursued resolutely and 
vigorously (luring the terms of years 
that a pupil spends in it would afford 
one conception of the school and the 
method by which that function (the 
making of a good citizen) would be 
performed. In contrast with this no 
tion there has arisen another theory 
of education; that the child must know 
something of a great number of things 
that are going on in the world. He 
must be taught something of art, some- 
thing of science, something of litera 
ture, something of political economy, 
something of every form of knowledge 
in which the modern world interests 
itself. The first conception makes for 
sincerity, for thoroughness and for in- 
tellectual vigor. The second only too 
often, in the endeavor to give the child 
some grasp of all knowledge, gives 
him only the most superficial smatter 
ing and, instead of quickening his 
powers of reason, tends to give him the 
impression that he can solve the prob- 
lems of his own life and of his coun 
try by the same superficial processes 
that lie has learned in school.” 

n his description of the second 
method of education Dr. Pritchett 
seems to have outlined with fair ac 
curacy the policy pursued by the pres- 
ent school administration of Newton 
and at the same time to have clearly 
stated the case for the rapidly increas- 
ing number of parents and citizens in 
Newton and elsewhere who are com 
ing to distrust the so-called modern 
educator. Dr. Pritchett is a recognized 
authority in the line of education, he 
cannot be silenced even by the “best 
brains of the country” as concentrated 
within the present school administra 
tion of Newton. “Four studies to 
pursued resolutely and vigorously! 
Our Junior High School requires from 
fourteen to eighteen and closes at 2 p 
m.! This, if I observe correctly, is 
what dissatisfied people of Newton 
mean by "fads and frills.” A smatter- 
ing of nonessentials which distract at- 
tention from those fundamentals which 
Dr. Pritchett considers should be pur- 
sued in a manner to inculcate sin- 
cerity and thoroughness. 

There has been some unfair criticism 
of the teaching staff of our Newton 
schools. Freed from the interruptions 
which torture the present school day 
our teachers could and doubtless 
would develop in their pupils that sin- 
cerity and that intellectual vigor which 
Dr. Pritchett considers to be the true 
goal of education. Mr. Cobb assures 
us that “Miss Bragg is In the pilot 
house with Mr. Wheeler and she knows 
the course.” He intimates that “all's 
right with the world,” hut there per- 
sists in the minds of many the thought 
that "the course” is taking us through 
^lie shallows of superficiality- that the 
chart of tho fuddest has taken the 
place of real seamanship.

FOOD HUNT IN STARVING CITY 

“Blessings" of Bolshevik Rule Brought 
Forcibly to the Attention of 
Newspaper Correspondent. 

A Copenhagen correspondent gives 
the following description of dally life 
in Petrograd, where the population 
passes the day In a continuous fight 
ngninst denth from hunger: 

It was a Bolshevist hoy who taught 
me how to hunt. We met In the 
Sadovaja street In Petrograd. 

“Have you had anything to eat to- 
day?” he asked, as Is the custom in 
a starving city. I told hlni that I 
lmd had only an apple although I had 
money. 

"Come along then, I know n place 
where we can get some solid food to- 
day.” This was for me the Introduc- 
tion to n 14 days' course In the art 
of procuring food during a famine. 

We entered first a chop-house quite 
near, where we got pea-soup and por- 
ridge, though in very small portions. 
My comrade then proposed that we 
should return to the Nevsky Prospect, 
where meat and potatoes were to be 
had In what was formerly an elegant 
night restaurant. The dish, meat and 
potatoes mixed, was served In square 
pieces of about three inches. 

"Now we have to walk a long way,” 
my comrade said. “We have to cross 
the river, and in the Boulevard Kron- 
veski. there is a place where we can 
get a piece of bread.” After telling 
me that he was a soldier in the Red 
army, he went on : “I am here now 
on a fortnight's leave of absence, and 
if you will meet me at 5 p. m. today 
I will show you a secret place where 
you can get a satisfying meal of 
potatoes, herrings and bread." I bad 
not thought it possible to get a square 
meal In Petrograd, and I became hun- 
gry at the thought of potatoes. 

At 5 p. in. sharp he returned full 
dress, top-boots, fur cap with the red 
soviet star, a rifle in a strap over his 
shoulder, and a leather belt with 
cartridge pouches. He took me far 
away, and finally we stopped in front 
of a large house. It was quite dark, 
but down below our feet we saw a 
faint light through the chink of a 
door. 

We waited a little to make sure 
that nobody saw us, and then went 
down the stairs. We entered quick- 
ly, and found ourselves in a cellar. 
By the light of a lamp I saw Red sol 
dlers and civilians sitting nt small 
tables with large dishes of steaming 
potatoes. The young soldier knew the 
landlord of the place, and ordered a 
dish of potatoes and salt herring. 
We afterward had some tea and rye 
bread. When we paid, my friend rec- 
ommended me to the landlord, and 
told me that I could come here every 
night, which I did. 


Will Be Mammoth Bridge. 

The new Delaware river bridge, 
which is to be built by the states of 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey and the 
city of Philadelphia, is estimated to 
cost nhout $28, 871, (XX). This bridge 
will cross the Delaware river from 
Franklin square, Philadelphia, to 
Pearl and Second streets. Camden, 
N. J. It will he the longest suspen- 
sion bridge In the world. The main 
structure Is to be of the two-cable 
suspension type, crossing the river 
with a single span 1.750 feet long, 
from center to center of the main 
piers. The clearance above mean 
high water will be 135 feet over a 
width of 800 feet in the center of 
the span. The bridge and approaches 
are to be built to provide n single 
deck carrying nn unobstructed rond- 
wny for six lines of vehicles, lines 
for surface cars and two lines for 
rapid transit, besides which there will 
be two ten-foot sidewalks above the 
roadway. The width of the main 
roadway, from curb to curb, will be 
57 feet. The total width of the 
bridge will be 125*4 feet. It Is ex- 
pected to have the bridge completed 
by July 4. 1920, in time for the one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the Declaration of Independence, 
when n great International exposition 
will be held In Philadelphia. 


It's “Methanol," Not “Maud." 

The new chemical name for wood 
alcohol is “methanol,” says the Jour- 
nal of Industrial and Engineering 
Chemistry, and, according to a report 
of the committee on occupational dis- 
eases of the American Chemical soci- 
ety. progress has been made In adopt- 
ing Its general use. 

One or two facetious chemists want- 
ed to name wood alcohol or methyl- 
alcohol “Maud,” and stoutly advocated 
such nomenclature a few years ago. 
Whether this was because of Its 
death-dealing kick, similar to that of 
Mr. Opper’s comic mule of the same 
name, was not explained. 

More likely It was suggested by the 
fact that grain alcohol is scientifically 
known as "ethyl” alcohol, which, It 
must he admitted, suggested a some- 
what affected method of spelling n 
girl’s name. 


Good In Mulching Paper. 

Weeding would become a lost art 
if the use of mulching paper could 
he applied to all gardens as success- 
fully as it Is in growing pineapples, 
says an article in Popular Mechanics 
Magazine. In this case the strips of 
paper are rolled out where it is de- 
sired to plant, and slits are cut In the 
paper through which the pineapple 
suckers are planted.

Milk feeding for undernourished 
school children has been introduced 
Into 40 cities nnd 2N Incorporated vil- 
lages in New York state.

“I was thinking of Mothers’ day 
with all its reminders of bereavement, 
nnd then It suddenly occurred to me 
that the original occasions of nlmost 
all annual celebrations contained sad- 
ness for somebody. 

“The other day came the anniver- 
sary of Sherman’s march to the sen. 
With whnt feelings do you suppose 
thnt reminder Is received by surviv- 
ors of the unfortunates who lived In 
tho great general’s devastating path? 
And so It Is with the anniversaries 
of all battles and victories. Even the 
rejoicings of the victorious side are 
tempered with the sorrows of those 
who lost sons in the conflict." 

"Borne anniversaries are sad," con- 
fessed the professor’s wife, "like Me- 
morial day nnd Good Friday, hut nfost 
of them are awfully happy, like Christ- 
mas and the glorious Fourth.” 

"Please don’t remind me of those 
most melancholy festivities, Isolde," 
groaned the professor, "with their ar- 
tificial and unwholesome stimulation 
of the young and their inescapable 
depression of the- -er — middle aged.” 

"Well, at least you will admit, 
denr,” said Isolde, "thnt wedding anni- 
versaries are happy occasions.” 

"Ghastly I” cried the professor. “I 
never remember being so wretched In 
my life ns I was at the tin wedding 
you Insisted on our inviting our 
friends to. Really, my treasure, I 
trust you will never do that again."

Effect of Franz Liszt. 

Autograph letters, trinkets and 
other articles associated with Franz 
Liszt have been brought to this coun- 
try by Rudolph Siegel at the request 
of the composer’s heirs, remarks the 
New York Herald, for whose benefit 
they are to be sold. 

Included In the collection of eighty 
items is a death mask and a lock of 
Liszt’s long gray hair. The genuine- 
ness of the latter is nttested by Lena 
Schmnlhnusen, who was the house- 
keeper nt the Liszt home at the time 
of his denth, in 188G. The cast, which 
Is In n glass case, is in excellent con- 
dition. A prayer book, much used 
and worn by the great composer, is 
an item closely woven with bis life 
as the two presentation books given 
to him on his seventieth birthday, 
October 22, 1881. 

One of these books contains inuny 
autographs of musicians who were 
famous during this period. In it Hans 
von Bulow, eminent pianist, is repre- 
sented in two separate autographed 
notations. Translated from his script, 
which is in German, they rend: “As 
soon ns we artists are able to emanci- 
pate ourselves from the plebeian vice 
of envy and fear we will be enabled 
to consider ourselves the pinnacle of 
aristocracy and music as photographic 
reproduction of the acoustics of 
eternity.” * 

Thirty letters in French and thir- 
teen in German comprise the collec- 
tion of letters, among which is corres- 
pondence from Theresa Carreno, Carl 
Tnuslg and Pablo de Sncrnsate.
